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This  model  of  the  Swampscott  Dory  was  made  by  Woodbury  L.  Rodrick,  Jr., 
of  Swampscott,  Massachusetts.  The  original  18  foot  dory  is  here 
represented  by  a  scale  of  3/4"  to  1 '.

A  Brief  History  and  Description 
of  the  Swampscott  Dory 

The  Swampscott  Dory  is  noted  throughout  the  world  as  a  type  of  small  boat 
which  meets  the  particular  requirements  of  fishermen.  It  is  so  constructed  that  it  is 
very  seaworthy  and  yet  can  be  readily  handled  and  drawn  up  on  the  beach.  The  waves 
rolling  up  the  beach  are  kept  from  entering  the  boat  by  the  shape  of  the  stern.  Also, 
because  of  its  design,  many  dories  can  be  stowed  in  stacks,  or  nests,  on  larger 
vessels.  Thus  a  greater  number  of  boats  can  be  stored  on  deck.  For  this  reason,  the 
dory  has  played  an  important  part  in  the  fishing  industry  of  New  England. 

Records  show  that  the  Swampscott  Dory  was  first  made  by  boat-builders  F.E. 
Andrews  and  James  A.  Knowlton  in  1841  in  accordance  with  a  model  developed  by 
Theophilus  Brackett,  a  Swampscott  fisherman.  Early  in  the  1900s  E.  Gerry  Emmons 
made  the  Swampscott  Dory  famous.  Dories  from  his  shop,  located  on  New  Ocean 
Street,  went  all  over  the  United  States  and  to  a  number  of  foreign  countries.  When 
Emmons  stopped  building  boats  Guy  Gardner's  Boat  Shop  on  Puritan  Road  produced 
the  dories. 

George  Chaisson  took  over  as  Swampscott's  leading  boat-builder.  Chaisson's 
Boat  Yard  was  located  on  Elmwood  Road  near  Paradise  Road.  George  and  his 
brother,  Joe,  were  exacting  craftsmen  who  maintained  the  highest  standards  of 
quality  and  workmanship.  Their  dories  brought  renown  to  their  shop  and  added  luster 
to  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

The  Chaisson  line  was  varied  and  numerous.  Among  the  many  types  of  crafts 
built  were  the  sailing  dories,  lifesaving  dories,  power  dories,  surf  dories  and  dory 
tenders  for  yachts.  The  dory  tenders,  built  on  modified  dory  lines,  combined  utility, 
looks,  capacity,  seaworthiness,  and  rugged  durability  and  were  the  choice  of  many 
discerning  yachtsmen,  sailors  and  naval  architects. 

Though  most  dories  were  built  in  Swampscott  in  the  years  to  follow,  many 
copies  were,  and  still  are,  built  in  other  towns  along  the  New  England  coast.  These 
dories  were  designed  to  be  built  with  a  few  wide,  side  boards,  or  strakes,  generally 
four  to  a  side,  enabling  workmen  to  plank  up  quickly,  saving  labor  and  cutting 
building  costs.  In  all  probability,  neither  the  Banks  Dory  nor  the  roundsided  Swamp- 
scott Dory,  would  ever  have  taken  form  except  for  the  abundance  of  wide  pine 
boards,  made  available  by  the  New  England  lumber  industry.  The  boat  is  of  clinker 
(overlapping  or  planks)  construction  using  chisel-point  galvanized  dory  nails  (no 
longer  available)  for  lap  fastenings. 

The  true  Swampscott  Dory,  of  which  this  model  is  a  good  example,  is  essentially 
a  round-bottom  boat,  yet  with  enough  flat  in  its  relatively  narrow  bottom  to  sit  upright 
on  the  beach  when  it  grounds  out.  For  a  boat  that  is  to  be  beached  frequently  this 
flatness  is  an  especially  desirable  feature  as  it  permits  chafing  strips  to  be  placed  on 
the  bottom.  These  strips  can  easily  be  renewed  when  worn  thin  from  dragging  over 
rocks  and  sand.  The  flat  bottom  also  allows  one  man  to  drag  the  dory  up  on  the  beach 
by  using  rollers.  Sometimes,  the  dory  would  be  carried  up  the  beach  by  four  men.  By 
placing  one  oar  through  the  rope  in  the  stern,  and  one  oar  through  the  rope  in  the 
stem,  they  could  lift  the  dory  and  carry  it.  Furthermore,  this  flat  bottom  and  ample 
beam  and  depth,  make  the  addition  of  a  centerboard  trunk  easy,  allowing  the  dory  to 
be  adapted  and  rigged  as  a  sailboat. 


Swampscott  Dories  are  the  aristocrats  of  the  dory  clan  and  should  not  be  con- 
fused with  other  types  of  dories,  such  as  the  heavy  slab-sided  working  dories  of  the 
Grand  Banks  fishermen  or  the  wider,  more  stable  Yankee  Sailing  Dory.  It  is  true, 
some  features  of  the  Swampscott  and  Grand  Banks  Dories  are  similar  but  in  perfor- 
mance there  is  a  vast  difference. 

Swampscott  Dories  row  and  handle  much  easier  and  are  every  bit  as  good  as 
open  ocean  boats.  Besides  rowing  from  the  traditional  sitting  position  with  the  oars 
placed  between  the  thole  pins,  sculling  is  done  by  standing  in  the  stern  and  propelling  the 
boat  by  working  a  single  oar  (placed  in  a  groove  in  the  transom)  back  and  forth,  using 
either  one  or  two  hands. 

A  great  deal  of  New  England  history  is  tied  to  the  sea  and  the  traditions  and 
craftsmanship  of  its  boat-builders  is  known  and  revered  throughout  the  world.  The 
grand  tradition  of  the  Dory  began  and  will  continue  in  the  name  of  the  town  of 
Swampscott  in  which  the  boats  were  first  constructed  and  went  down  to  sea.

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  your  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  the 
following  report  to  the  citizens  of  Swampscott. 

This  year  the  Board,  ably  assisted  by  our  Bargaining  Agent,  Thomas  H.  Driscoll, 
reached  agreements  with  four  of  the  five  unions  representing  a  major  portion  of  the 
working  force  of  the  town.  These  agreements  are  for  two  years  duration,  which,  the 
Board  feels,  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town,  considering  the  spiraling  rate  of  inflation. 

Later  in  the  year,  after  many,  many  hours  of  negotiation  and  mediation  under  the 
direction  of  State  Department  of  Labor  and  Industries,  Joint  Labor-Management 
Committee  for  Municipal  Fire  and  Police,  we  were  able  to  consummate  a  three  year 
agreement.  The  end  result  of  these  long  hours  of  negotiations  is  that  all  contracts 
that  the  Selectmen  bargain  now  have  a  common  expiration  date,  a  benefit  which  your 
Selectmen  feel  is  advantageous  to  the  town. 

The  combined  efforts  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen  and  State  Representative  and 
Senator  resulted  in  the  total  reconstruction  of  the  Essex  Street  Bridge. 

At  the  direction  of  Town  Meeting,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  interviewed  a  number 
of  consulting  firms,  and  as  a  result  of  these  interviews,  retained  the  professional  ser- 
vices of  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee  Inc.,  engineering  consultants  of  Boston.  Their  job 
was  to  assist  the  town  in  compiling  statistical  and  historical  information  to  substan- 
tiate our  claim  that  a  secondary  sewage  treatment  plant  is  not  necessary  for  the 
Town  of  Swampscott. 

With  a  great  deal  of  cooperation  between  many  town  departments  and  our  con- 
sultant, the  town  filed  with  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  Washington. 
D.C.,  a  301  h  waiver  application,  on  September  12,  1979.  We  expect  to  have  more  infor- 
mation to  report  to  Town  Meeting  on  the  results  of  our  waiver  application. 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  attended  many  meetings  and  seminars  of  County 
and  State  Selectmen's  organizations  in  order  to  keep  us  well  informed  and  better 
able  to  serve  you. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  regular  communications  with  our  State  Represen- 
tative and  State  Senator  and  we  have  had  the  utmost  cooperation  from  them  on  any 
and  all  issues  affecting  our  town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wants  to  thank  all  the  employees  of  the  town  for  their 
hard  work  in  helping  to  make  Swampscott  a  better  place  to  live. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  congratulate  Police  Chief,  William  J.  Carlin, 
on  his  election  to  the  office  of  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Chiefs  of  Police 
Association. 

In  closing,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wants  to  thank  those  who  have  so  ably 
helped  and  advised  us  in  the  performance  of  our  duties,  Town  Counsel,  Harvey  Rowe, 
Assistant  Town  Counsel,  Arthur  Palleschi,  Bargaining  Agent,  Thomas  Driscoll, 
Secretary  to  Board,  Joseph  Sinatra  and  lastly  the  one  person  whom  every  Selectman 
learns  to  rely  on  to  carry  out  the  day  to  day  operations  of  the  Selectmen's  Office,  a 
special  thank  you  to  Kay  Donlon.

Your  Town  Clerk  has  attended  an 
Open  Meeting  Law  seminar  sponsored  by  the  Essex  County  District  Attorney  to  expand 
his  working  knowledge  of  that  statute.

In  any  city  or  town  accepting  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the 
collector  of  taxes  shall  furnish  a  certificate  of  liens  as  provided  in  section  twenty- 
three  according  to  the  following  fee  schedule:  for  land  of  less  than  one  acre  upon 
which  there  is  no  permanent  structure  a  fee  of  ten  dollars;  for  land  upon  which  is 
situated  no  more  than  a  single  family  residence  and  outbuildings  a  fee  of  ten  dollars; 
for  land  upon  which  is  situated  no  more  than  a  two  family  residence  and  outbuildings 
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a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars;  for  land  upon  which  is  situated  no  more  than  a  three  family 
residence  with  outbuildings  a  fee  of  twenty  dollars;  for  land  upon  which  is  situated  a 
residence  for  four  or  more  families  a  fee  of  forty  dollars;  for  land  upon  which  is 
situated  a  commercial,  industrial  or  public  utility  structure  a  fee  of  one  hundred 
dollars;  for  farms,  forest  land  and  all  other  real  property  a  fee  of  fifty  dollars.  In  no 
case  shall  the  fee  exceed  one  half  of  one  percent  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  real 
estate  and  the  money  so  received  shall  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury."

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  new  "section  23A  of 
Chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws",  and  accept,  retroactively,  a  more  concise  and  accu- 
rate law  for  the  establishment  of  equitable  fees  for  the  research  and  issuance  of 
Municipal  Lien  Certificates,  as  follows:

That  the  Town  amend  the  present  Zoning  By-Laws  for  the  Town  of  Swampscott, 
Massachusetts  by  deleting  said  by-laws  and  by  substituting  therefor  the  proposed 
revised  Zoning  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  which  was  the  subject  of  the 
public  hearing  by  the  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  on  January  25, 
1979,  a  copy  of  which  revised  Zoning  By-Law  was  distributed  to  each  member  of  the 
Town  Meeting  prior  to  the  Special  Town  Meeting  and  amendments  at  this  Town 
Meeting  held  Monday,  January  29, 1979,  and  a  copy  of  which  revised  Zoning  By-Law 
was  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  was  available  for  public  examination 
prior  to  said  Special  Town  Meeting.  Unanimous. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  Zoning  By-Law  in 
the  following  respects: 

III.  By  adding  to  Article  III  a  new  Section  as  follows: 

(a)  A  "cluster  development"  as  defined  and  authorized  in  Section  9  of  Chapter 
40A  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter  808  of  the  Acts  of  1975, 
on  a  plot  of  land  containing  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  square  feet.  The 
number  of  residential  units  shall  not  exceed  the  number  of  square  feet  in 
the  plot  divided  by  25,000.  Occupancy  of  each  unit  shall  be  limited  to  a 
single  family. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  impact  of  substantial  numbers  of  new 
residential  units  upon  the  Town,  and  thereby  promoting  the  health, 
welfare  and  safety  of  its  inhabitants,  permits  for  only  one  residential  unit 
in  each  development  permitted  under  this  subsection  shall  be  granted  in 
any  one  calendar  year,  except  that  if  ten  or  more  units  could  be  con- 
structed, twenty  percent  thereof  may  be  constructed  in  any  one  year. 

(c)  Dimensions. 

(1)  Maximum  height  in  stories:  2-1/2;  maximum  height  in  feet:  35. 

(2)  Minimum  plot  frontage:  350  feet. 

(3)  Maximum  area  of  plot  which  may  be  covered  by  buildings  including 
accessory  buildings  or  structures:  20%. 

(4)  No  unit  shall  be  located  nearer  than  sixty  feet  to  any  plot  boundary  line. 

(d)  Along  all  public  street  frontage  of  any  such  plot  there  shall  be  a  continuous 
tinuous  strip  of  trees  and  other  foliage  at  least  40  feet  in  depth,  broken 
only  where  necessary  to  provide  appropriate  access  or  egress.  Such  strip 
will  be  maintained  in  its  natural  state  and  in  a  sightly  and  well-kept  con- 
dition. 

(e)  Parking.  At  least  2  off-street  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  for  each 
residential  unit. 

(f)  (1)  At  least  65%  of  the  plot  shall  be  left  as  open  green  space  exclusive  of 

roads,  buildings  and  parking. 

(2)  Such  open  space  shall  be  conveyed  as  provided  in  Section  9  of 
Chapter  40A  as  amended. 

(3)  Any  such  trust  shall  convey  to  the  Town  a  permanent  conservation 
restriction  as  provided  in  Section  9  of  Chapter  40A  as  amended. 

(4)  Natural  features  such  as  ponds,  streams,  views,  rocky  outcrops,  and 
stone  walls,  where  possible,  shall  be  preserved. 
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(g)  I n  addition  to  the  information  required  by  the  Subdivision  Regulations  of 
the  Planning  Board  to  be  shown  on  preliminary  subdivision  plans,  the 
developer  shall  submit  to  the  Planning  Board  the  following: 

(1)  A  map  or  survey  drawn  to  a  minimum  scale  of  1"  =  40'  by  a  registered 
landscape  architect  or  registered  civil  engineer,  showing  contours  at 
intervals  of  two  feet  and  indicating  existing  roads  and  buildings, 
utilities  and  casements; 

(2)  A  site  inventory  of  existing  conditions  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
following:  water  bodies,  streams,  wetlands,  water  tables,  slope  areas, 
geological  features,  soils,  unique  vegetation,  historic  features; 

(3)  A  site  plan  showing  common  open  space  and  ways  and  the  general 
location  type  and  number  of  units  proposed.  Such  site  plan  shall  also 
include  all  roads,  parking,  utilities,  land  coverage,  drainage,  open 
space  community  facilities,  land  use,  and  the  proposed  development 
in  relation  to  the  surrounding  areas. 

(h)  An  impact  statement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  its  approval 
projecting  the  effect  of  the  development  on  town  services,  including  but 
not  limited  to  traffic  regulation,  fire  and  police  protection,  educational  and 
recreational  facilities,  public  works  services,  and  the  natural  ecology  and 
surrounding  area. 

(i)  The  Board  of  Appeals,  after  public  notice  of  hearing  and  subject  to  such 
appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards  as  it  may  impose,  may  grant  a 
Special  Permit  for  Clustered  Single  Family  Dwellings  upon  the  written 
recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  not 
grant  the  Special  Permit  if  it  finds  that  because  of  soil,  drainage,  traffic  or 
other  conditions  the  granting  of  such  permit  would  be  detrimental  to  the 
neighborhood  or  to  the  Town,  or  if  the  granting  of  such  permit  would  not 
promote  better  utilization  of  the  natural  features  through  greater  flexibility  of 
design,  provide  for  more  efficient  use  of  municipal  services  and  preserve 
open  space  for  conservation  purposes.

ARTICLE  III,  Section  3A.  Residence  A-4  District. 

In  the  Residence  A-4  District  no  land  shall  be  used  for  any  industry,  trade, 
manufacturing  or  commercial  purpose,  or  for  any  other  purpose  except  one  or  more 
of  the  following: 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Residence  A-3  District. 

2.  Apartment  houses  and  structures  accessory  thereto.  The  words  "Apartment 
houses"  shall  mean  a  building  or  buildings  designed  for,  or  occupied  as,  a 
residence  by  more  than  two  families  and  shall  include  Condominiums,  Garden 
Apartments,  Co-operative  Apartments,  Town  Houses  and  Multi-Family  Dwell- 
ing Units. 

No  Apartment  houses  shall  be  hereafter  erected  in  the  Residence  A-4  District 
unless  the  land  and  buildings  meet  the  following  requirements: 

(a)  Minimum  lot  area,  100,000  square  feet. 

(b)  Lot  coverage  of  the  buildings  situated  on  the  land  shall  not  exceed  20% 
of  the  total  land  area. 

(c)  The  maximum  height  of  any  buildings  shall  be  50  feet. 

(d)  The  minimum  lot  frontage  shall  be  200  feet. 

(e)  The  minimum  front  yard,  side  yard,  and  rear  yard  shall  be  30  feet. 

(f)  All  buildings  within  the  lot  shall  be  a  minimum  distance  of  40  feet  apart. 

(g)  1.5  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  for  each  dwelling  unit.  A  parking 
space  shall  be  an  area  of  not  less  than  10  feet  by  20  feet.  No  parking  shall 
be  permitted  in  the  front  yard. 

PROVIDED,  HOWEVER,  that  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  have  the  power  to  modify 
any  of  the  foregoing  requirements  and  restrictions  if  the  Board  so  determines,  according 
to  their  granted  powers  under  ARTICLE  VI,  Section  3  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws. 

Any  buildings  hereafter  erected  in  a  Residence  A-4  District  for  a  use  permitted  in 
a  Residence  A-3  District  shall  conform  to  the  TABLE  OF  HEIGHT  AND  AREA 
REGULATIONS  AND  FRONT,  SIDE  AND  REAR  YARD  REGULATIONS  of  the 
Residence  A-3  District.

ARTICLE  69.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Map  as  the  same 
constitutes  and  is  part  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  by  adding 
thereto  a  Residence  A-2B  District  embracing  the  following  described  area  presently 
zoned  in  Residence  A-2  so  as  to  permit  the  use  of  the  same  for  single  family  and 
clustered  single  family  use,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto;  said  area  is  generally 
bounded  by  Humphrey  Street,  Salem  Street  and  land  of  Tedesco  Country  Club  and  is 
specifically  shown  as  Lot  26  on  Plate  17  of  the  Assessors  Plans  or  Maps  of  the  Town 
of  Swampscott.

ARTICLE  70.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  Zoning  By-Law  and 
Zoning  Map  in  the  following  respects: 

I.  By  substituting  in  the  second  line  of  Article  I,  Section  1  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  the 
word  "eight"  in  place  of  the  word  "seven",  and  by  adding  a  new  class  of  district 
entitled  "Residence  A-2B  District". 

II.  By  adding  to  Article  III  a  new  Section  2-B  as  follows: 
Section  2-B  —  Residence  A-2B  District. 

In  the  Residence  A-2B  District,  no  building  or  land  shall  be  used  for  any  in- 
dustry, trade,  manufacturing  or  commercial  purposes,  or  for  any  other  purpose  ex- 
cept one  or  more  of  the  following: 

(1)  Single  family  detached  dwelling  with  the  same  height  and  area  regula- 
tions and  front,  side  and  rear  yard  requirements  as  in  the  A-2  District. 

(2)  Any  use  accessory  to  the  foregoing,  as  defined  in  Article  II. 

(3)  A  residential  development  in  which  the  buildings  and  accessory  uses  are 
clustered  together  into  one  or  more  groups  separated  from  adjacent  prop- 
erty and  other  groups  within  the  development  by  intervening  open  land. 

(a)  Density.  The  number  of  residential  units  shall  not  exceed  the  number 
which  could  otherwise  be  constructed  on  the  plot  of  land,  and  in 
calculating  this  number  there  shall  be  excluded  any  lots  which  the 
Planning  Board  deems  unbuildable  lots  whether  by  reason  of  (1) 
sanitary  disposal,  drainage,  flooding,  water  pollution  or  water  supply 
problems,  (2)  the  need  for  substantial  filling  of  wetlands,  or  (3)  any 
combination  of  the  foregoing.  Occupancy  of  each  detached  dwelling 
unit  shall  be  limited  to  a  single  family. 

(b)  Dimensions. 

(1)  Maximum  height  in  stories:  2V2;  Maximum  height  in  feet:  35. 

(2)  Minimum  plot  area:  30  acres. 

(3)  Minimum  plot  frontage:  350  feet. 

(4)  Maximum  area  of  plot  which  may  be  covered  by  buildings  in- 
cluding accessory  buildings  or  structures:  20%. 

(5)  No  unit  shall  be  located  nearer  than  15  feet  to  any  other  unit. 

(6)  No  unit  shall  be  located  nearer  than  25  feet  to  any  plot  boundary 
line. 

(c)  Buffer  Strip.  Along  all  public  street  frontage  of  any  such  plot  there 
shall  be  a  continuous  strip  of  trees  and  other  foliage  at  least  40  feet  in 
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depth,  broken  only  where  necessary  to  provide  appropriate  access  or 
egress.  Such  strip  will  be  maintained  in  its  natural  state  and  in  a  sight- 
ly and  well-kept  condition. 

(d)  Parking.  At  least  2  off-street  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  for 
each  residential  unit. 

(e)  Open  Space. 

(1)  At  least  65%  of  the  plot  shall  be  left  as  open  green  space  exclusive 
of  roads,  buildings  and  parking. 

(2)  Such  open  space  shall  either  be  conveyed  to  the  Town  and  accepted 
by  it  for  park  or  open  space  use,  or  be  conveyed  to  a  non-profit 
organization  the  principal  purpose  of  which  is  the  conservation  of 
open  space,  or  be  conveyed  to  a  corporation  or  trust  owned  or  to 
be  owned  by  the  owners  of  lots  or  residential  units  within  the  plot. 
If  such  a  corporation  or  trust  is  utilized,  ownership  thereof  shall 
pass  with  conveyances  of  the  lots  or  residential  units.  In  any  case 
where  such  land  is  not  conveyed  to  the  Town,  a  restriction  enforce- 
able by  the  Town  shall  be  recorded  providing  that  such  land  shall 
be  kept  in  an  open  or  natural  state  and  not  be  built  for  residential 
use  or  developed  for  accessory  uses  such  as  parking  or  roadway. 

(3)  Such  open  space,  if  not  conveyed  to  the  Town  or  to  a  non-profit 
organization  as  provided  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  shall  be  main- 
tained by  the  corporation  or  the  trust  in  its  natural  state  and  in  a 
sightly  and  well-kept  condition. 

(4)  Natural  features  such  as  outstanding  trees  and  other  unique 
vegetation,  ponds,  streams,  views,  rocky  outcrops,  and  stone 
walls,  where  possible,  shall  be  preserved. 

(f)  Map  of  Survey,  Site  Inventory,  Site  Plan.  In  addition  to  the  information 
required  by  the  Subdivision  Regulations  of  the  Planning  Board  to  be 
shown  on  preliminary  subdivision  plans,  the  developer  shall  submit  to 
the  Planning  Board  the  following: 

(1)  A  map  of  survey  drawn  to  a  minimum  scale  of  1"  =  40'  by  a  reg- 
istered civil  engineer,  showing  contours  at  intervals  of  two  feet 
and  indicating  existing  roads  and  buildings,  utilities  and  ease- 
ments; 

(2)  A  site  inventory  of  existing  conditions  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  following:  water  bodies,  streams,  wetlands,  water  tables,  slope 
areas,  geological  features,  soils,  unique  vegetation,  historic 
features; 

(3)  A  site  plan  showing  common  open  space  and  ways  and  the  general 
location,  type  and  number  of  units  proposed.  Such  site  plan  shall 
also  include  all  roads,  parking,  utilities,  land  coverage,  drainage, 
open  space  community  facilities,  land  use,  and  the  proposed 
development  in  relation  to  the  surrounding  areas. 

(g)  Impact  Statement.  An  impact  statement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Plan- 
ning Board  for  its  approval  projecting  the  effect  of  the  development  on 
town  services,  including  but  not  limited  to  traffic  regulation,  fire  and 
police  protection,  educational  and  recreational  facilities,  public  works 
services,  and  on  the  natural  ecology  and  surrounding  area. 

(h)  The  Board  of  Appeals,  after  public  notice  of  hearing  and  subject  to 
such  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards  as  it  may  impose,  may 
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grant  a  Special  Permit  for  Clustered  Single  Family  Dwellings  upon  the 
written  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board.  The  Board  of  Appeals 
shall  not  grant  the  Special  Permit  if  it  finds  that  because  of  soil, 
drainage,  traffic  or  other  conditions  the  granting  of  such  permit  would 
be  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood  or  to  the  Town,  or  if  the  granting 
of  such  permit  would  not  promote  better  utilization  of  the  natural 
features  through  greater  flexibility  of  design,  provide  for  more  effi- 
cient use  of  municipal  services  and  preserve  open  space  for  conserva- 
tion purposes.  In  the  granting  of  a  Special  Permit,  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals shall  consider  the  impact  of  substantial  numbers  of  new 
residential  units  upon  the  Town,  and  in  order  to  promote  the  health, 
welfare  and  safety  of  the  inhabitants  it  may  require  that  the  issuance 
of  building  permits  for  the  allowable  number  of  residential  units  be 
spread  over  a  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  five  calendar  years.

ARTICLE  71.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Swampscott  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  by  adding  the  following  Section  7A  to  Article  VII 
thereof: 

Section  7A.  Flood  Area  Provision. 

The  review  of  building  permits  for  permit  approval  shall  include  the  design  stan- 
dards to  ensure  that  all  proposals  are  consistent  with  the  need  to  minimize  flood 
damage.  Definition  of  Terms  shall  be  as  listed  in  National  Flood  Insurance  Program 
Part  1909.1  (which  is  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk.  Planning  Board  and  Building  Inspector). 

Building  permits  for  new  construction  or  alteration  of  structures  at  or  below  the 
Base  Flood  Elevation  (Swampscott  datum  16.1)  as  specified  within  the  A  and  V  Zones 
as  designated  on  special  Federal  Insurance  Administration  Flood  Insurance  Rate 
Maps  (FIRM),  numbers  01  through  04.  effective  September  3.  1976  (which  are  on  file 
with  the  Town  Clerk,  Planning  Board  and  Building  Inspector),  shall  be  approved  sub- 
ject to  the  following: 

1.  Flood  Proofing  Regulations  A  and  V  Zones 

a.  New  construction  or  substantial  improvement  of  residential  structures 
shall  have  the  lowest  floor  (including  basement)  elevated  to  not  less  than 
base  flood  elevations.  Non-residential  structures  shall  be  similarly 
elevated  or  in  the  A  Zone,  together  with  attendant  utilities  and  sanitary 
facilities,  be  floodproofed  to  not  less  than  base  flood  elevations  i.e.  be 
designed  so  that  below  the  base  flood  level  the  structure  is  watertight 
with  walls  substantialy  impermeable  to  the  passage  of  water  and  with 
structural  components  having  the  capability  of  resisting  hydrostatic  and 
hydrodynamic  loads  and  effects  of  bouyancy.  Where  floodproofing  is 
utilized  for  a  particular  structure,  a  registered  professional  engineer  or  archi- 
tect shall  certify  that  the  floodproofing  methods  are  adequate  to  with- 
stand the  flood  depths,  pressures,  velocities,  impact  and  uplift  forces  and 
other  factors  associated  with  the  base  flood,  and  a  record  of  such  cer- 
tificates indicating  the  specific  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  to 
which  such  structures  are  floodproofed  shall  be  maintained  with  the 
Building  Inspector. 
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b.  Any  new  construction  or  substantial  improvement  to  be  undertaken  within 
Zones  A  and  V  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  Uniform 
Building  Code,  Section  748.0. 

c.  Storm  drainage  systems  shall  be  designed  to  reduce  exposure  to  flood 
hazards. 

d.  No  subdivision  plan  shall  be  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  unless  each 
lot  will  be  served  by  water  and  sanitary  disposal  systems  certified  by  the 
Board  of  Health  to  be  so  designed  as  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration 
of  flood  waters  into  the  systems,  and  discharges  from  the  systems  into 
flood  waters,  in  the  event  of  flooding  to  base  elevations. 

e.  All  public  utility  systems,  including  power,  communications  and  gas,  shall 
be  designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  system  interruption  or  damage  in  the 
event  of  flooding  to  base  flood  elevations. 

f.  No  mobile  homes  shall  be  placed  within  the  areas  designated  on  the 
Town's  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps  (FIRM)  as  A  or  V  Zones. 

2.  Zone  V  Regulations 

a.  No  land  within  the  areas  designated  as  V  (Velocity)  Zones  on  the  Town's 
Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps  (FIRM)  shall  be  developed  unless  such 
development  is  demonstrated  by  the  applicant  to  be  located  landward  of 
the  reach  of  the  mean  high  tide,  and  meets  the  additional  requirements  of 
this  zoning  by-law. 

b.  Existing  uses/structures  located  on  the  land  below  the  100  year  flood  in 
coastal  high  hazard  areas  (Zone  V)  shall  not  be  expanded;  repairs  and 
alterations  not  exceeding  substantial  improvement  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  Massachusetts  Uniform  Building  Code. 

Any  man-made  alteration  of  sand  dunes  within  Zone  V  which  might  increase  the 
potential  for  flood  damage  to  existing  structures  is  prohibited. 

c.  New  construction  or  substantial  improvement  of  structures  within  Zone  V 
must  have  the  space  below  the  lowest  floor  free  of  obstructions  or  be  con- 
structed with  "breakaway  walls"  intended  to  collapse  under  stress 
without  jeopardizing  the  structural  support  of  the  structure  so  that  impact 
on  the  structure  by  abnormally  high  tides  or  wind-driven  water  is  minimized. 
Such  temporary  enclosed  space  shall  not  be  used  for  human  habitation. 

d.  All  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements  within  Zone  V  shall  be 
elevated  on  adequately  anchored  pilings  or  columns,  and  securely  an- 
chored to  such  pilings  or  columns  so  that  the  lowest  portion  of  the  struc- 
tural members  of  the  lowest  floor  (excluding  the  pilings  of  columns)  is 
elevated  to  or  above  the  base  flood  level.  A  registered  engineer  or  archi- 
tect shall  certify  that  the  structure  is  adequately  anchored  to  withstand 
velocity  waters  and  hurricane  wave  wash. 

e.  The  use  of  fill  for  structural  support  for  existing  structures,  new  construc- 
tion, or  substantial  improvement  of  structures  within  Zone  V  is  prohibited. 

3.  Variances 

a.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  variance  from  these  requirements  upon 
a  determination  that  the  variance  is  the  minimum  necessary,  considering 
the  flood  hazard,  to  afford  relief  in  the  case  of 

(1)  New  structures  to  be  erected  on  a  lot  of  one-half  acre  or  less  in  size 
contiguous  to  and  surrounded  by  lots  with  existing  structures  con- 
structed below  the  flood  elevation,  or 
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(2)  The  restoration  or  reconstruction  of  a  structure  listed  on  the  National 
Register  or  an  Official  State  Inventory  of  Historic  Places. 

b.  Variances  shall  not  be  issued 

(1)  For  any  new  construction,  substantial  improvement,  or  other  develop- 
ment in  a  designated  flood  zone  which  would  result  in  a  significant  in- 
crease in  flood  heights  within  the  community  during  the  occurrence  of 
the  100  year  flood. 

(2)  Except  that  the  Board  of  Appeals  specifically  finds  that  owing  to  the 
circumstances  relating  to  the  soil  conditions,  shape  or  topography  of 
such  land  or  structures  and  especially  affecting  such  land  or  structures, 
but  not  affecting  generally  the  zoning  district  in  which  it  is  located,  a  literal 
enforcement  of  provisions  of  this  by-law  would  involve  substantial  hard- 
ship, financial  or  otherwise,  to  the  petitioner  or  appellant,  and  that  desir- 
able relief  may  be  granted  without  substantial  detriment  to  the  public 
good  and  without  nullifying  or  substantially  derogating  from  the  intent 
and  purpose  of  this  by-law,  and 

(3)  Except  that  the  Board  of  Appeals  specifically  makes  a  determination 
that  the  variance  issuance  will  not  result  in  significantly  increased 
flood  heights,  additional  threats  to  public  safety,  extraordinary  public 
expense,  nuisances,  fraud  on  or  victimization  of  the  public,  or  conflicts 
with  existing  local  laws  or  ordinances. 

c.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  authorize  use  variances  within  the  flood  plain, 
in  accordance  with  4.  (c)  of  Section  3,  Article  VI  of  these  by-laws  as  in  any 
other  zoning  district  within  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

d.  The  applicant  must  be  notified  that  the  issuance  of  a  variance  to  locate  a 
structure  at  an  elevation  below  the  100  year  flood  level  (base  flood  eleva- 
tion as  herein  defined)  will  result  in  increased  acturial  rates. 

e.  Upon  the  granting  of  such  variance,  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  require 
that: 

(1)  A  notice  be  recorded  with  the  title  records  of  the  property  at  Essex 
South  District  Registry  of  Deeds,  stating  that  the  proposed  construc- 
tion will  be  located  in  a  flood  hazard  area.  Said  notice  will  also  contain 
a  statement  of  the  number  of  feet  below  the  100  year  flood  level  that 
the  lowest  non-floodproofed  floor  of  the  proposed  structure  shall  be 
located. 

(2)  The  Town  Clerk  maintain  a  record  of  all  such  variance  actions,  includ- 
ing justification  for  their  issuance  and  the  number  of  variances  issued. 
The  Clerk  shall  also  send  an  Annual  report  to  the  Flood  Insurance 
Administrator,  of  the  number  of  variances  granted. 

4.  Authority  and  Interpretation 

Where  these  flood  provisions  impose  greater  or  lesser  restrictions  or  require- 
ments than  those  of  other  applicable  by-laws  or  regulations,  the  more  restric- 
tive shall  apply.  See  also  Article  III,  Section  6A  of  these  by-laws. 

5.  Validity  and  Severability 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  by-law  shall  not  invalidate 
any  other  section  or  provision  hereof. 

6.  Duties  of  the  Building  Inspector  and  Maintenance  of  Records 
a.  The  Building  Inspector  shall: 
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Maintain  for  public  inspection  and  furnish  upon  request  for  the  determina- 
tion of  applicable  flood  insurance  risk  premium  rates  within  all  areas  having 
special  flood  hazards  identified  on  a  FHBM  or  FIRM  any  certificates  of 
floodproofing  and  information  on  the  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea 
level)  of  the  level  of  the  lowest  habitable  floor  (including  basement  if 
habitable  of)  all  new  or  substantially  improved  structures,  and  include 
whether  or  not  such  structures  contain  a  basement,  and  if  the  structure 
has  been  floodproofed,  the  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  to 
which  the  structure  was  floodproofed; 
b.  For  the  purpose  of  the  determination  of  applicable  flood  insurance  risk 
premium  rates  within  Zone  V  on  a  community's  FIRM: 

(1)  Obtain  the  elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of  the  lowest  habit- 
able floor  (including  basement)  of  all  new  or  substantially  improved 
structures,  and  whether  or  not  such  structures  contain  a  basement. 

(2)  Obtain,  if  the  structure  has  been  floodproofed,  the  elevation  (in  rela- 
tion to  mean  sea  level)  to  which  the  structure  was  floodproofed. 

(3)  Maintain  a  record  of  all  such  information. 

or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Swampscott,  particularly 
families  of  elderly  citizens  on  fixed  income;  that  such  emergency  should  be  met  by 
the  Commonwealth  immediately  and  with  due  regard  for  the  rights  and  respon- 
sibilities of  Swampscott. 

SECTION  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Chapter  Forty  A  and  Chapter 
One  Hundred  Eighty-Three  A  of  the  General  Laws,  or  any  General  or  Special  law  to

In  the  Residence  A-4  District  no  land  shall  be  used  for  any  industry,  trade, 
manufacturing  or  commercial  purpose,  or  for  any  other  purpose  except  one  or  more 
of  the  following: 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Residence  A-3  District. 

2.  Apartment  houses  and  structures  accessory  thereto.  The  words  "Apartment 
houses"  shall  mean  a  building  or  buildings  designed  for,  or  occupied  as,  a 
residence  by  more  than  two  families  and  shall  include  Condominiums,  Garden 
Apartments,  Co-operative  Apartments,  Town  Houses  and  Multi-Family  Dwell- 
ing Units. 

No  Apartment  houses  shall  be  hereafter  erected  in  the  Residence  A-4  District 
unless  the  land  and  buildings  meet  the  following  requirements: 

(a)  Minimum  lot  area,  100,000  square  feet. 

(b)  Lot  coverage  of  the  buildings  situated  on  the  land  shall  not  exceed  35% 
of  the  total  land  area. 

(c)  The  maximum  height  of  any  buildings  shall  be  45  feet. 

(d)  The  minimum  lot  frontage  shall  be  200  feet. 

(e)  The  minimum  front  yard,  side  yard,  and  rear  yard  shall  be  30  feet. 

(f)  All  buildings  within  the  lot  shall  be  a  minimum  distance  of  40  feet  apart.

(g)  1.5  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  for  each  dwelling  unit.  A  parking 
space  shall  be  an  area  of  not  less  than  10  feet  by  20  feet.  No  parking  shall 
be  permitted  in  the  front  yard. 

PROVIDED,  HOWEVER,  that  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  have  the  power  to  modify 
any  of  the  foregoing  requirements  and  restrictions  if  the  Board  so  determines,  according 
to  their  granted  powers  under  ARTICLE  VI,  Section  3  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws. 

Any  buildings  hereafter  erected  in  a  Residence  A-4  District  for  a  use  permitted  in 
a  Residence  A-3  District  shall  conform  to  the  TABLE  OF  HEIGHT  AND  AREA  AREA 
REGULATIONS  AND  FRONT,  SIDE  AND  REAR  YARD  REGULATIONS  of  the 

Residence  A-3  District.

This  Article  is  considered  by  the  Planning  Board  to  be  substantially  the  same  Article 
as  was  submitted  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  April  30, 1979,  Article  68.  The  Town 
Meeting  defeated  Article  68. 

Two  minor  changes  in  the  present  Article  would  serve  to  possibly  increase  the 
density.  Paragraph  2,  Section  B,  increases  the  land  coverage  by  buildings  from  20% 
to  35%.  Paragraph  2,  Section  C,  reduces  maximum  height  of  a  building  from  50  feet 
to  45  feet.

The  following  report  covers  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1979,  while 
the  proposed  articles  to  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  Annual  Town  Meeting  will 
cover  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1980  and  ending  June  30,  1981. 

The  Town  is  currently  not  rated  but  that  is  OK  because  we  only  need  a  rating  if 
and  when  we  float  a  bond  issue  and  we  can  apply  for  one  at  that  time. 

I  feel  we  are  making  gradual  progress  in  minimizing  our  tax  anticipation  note 
expense  and  maximizing  our  interest  revenue.  During  1978  we  spent  $34,136  and 
earned  $54,357. 

Getting  our  real  estate  tax  bills  out  as  early  as  possible  is  a  big  help  in  improving 
our  cash  flow,  which,  in  turn,  reduces  our  tax  anticipation  note  borrowing  require- 
ments. We  appreciate  our  citizens  who  pay  their  tax  bills  early  as  it  is  a  big  help  to  our 
town. 

We  appreciate  the  cooperation,  help,  and  assistance  in  the  course  of  our  work 
and  we  continue  to  be  of  service  to  all  citizens,  taxpayers,  town  departments, 
employees,  pensioners,  and  vendors.

Collector  of  Taxes 


JACK  L.  PASTER 

This  office  has  embarked  on  a  direct  and  significant  program  of  tax  collection 
aimed  at  clearing  up  tax  delinquency  in  Swampscott.  With  diligence  and  perse- 
verence  we  have  been  successful  in  chipping  away  at  the  outstanding  tax  accounts 
while  impressing  upon  all  taxpayers  the  philosophy  that  taxes  owed  should  be  taxes 
paid  .  .  .  and  that  they  should  be  paid  on  time. 

We  have  contracted,  at  no  cost  to  the  town,  the  services  of  an  efficient  and 
productive  State  Deputy,  John  Bolduc,  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  automobile 
excise  taxes.  Through  the  timely  issuance  of  demand  notices,  warrants  and  in- 
person  calls  by  the  State  Deputy  motorists  are  find'ing  out  that  the  town  is  serious 
about  the  collection  of  taxes  and  they  are  taking  their  excise  bills  seriously. 

We  are  also  utilizing  the  services  offered  by  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles 
and  Hearings  Officer  Charles  Kough  to  collect  excise  from  those  who  have  refused 
to  respond  to  repeated  attempts  by  this  office  and  the  Deputy  to  clear  their 
obligation  with  the  town.  Licenses  to  operate  motor  vehicles  in  the  Commonwealth 
have  been  suspended  and  automobile  registrations  have  been  revoked  for  non- 
payment of  excise  taxes.  Cooperation  from  the  Swampscott  Police  has  also  played 
an  important  role  in  making  the  system  work. 

In  our  program  to  reduce  delinquency  we  have  initiated  the  following  pro- 
grams: 

1.  Strict  deadlines  for  all  tax  payments  have  been  established.  Interest  and 
penalty  charges  have  been  religiously  applied  in  all  cases  of  late  payment. 

2.  Checks  returned  for  'insufficient  funds'  or  for  any  other  reason  have  been 
penalized  with  a  fine  of  $5.00  or  one  percent  of  the  face  amount  of  the  check 
whichever  is  greater  as  per  newly  enacted  state  legislation. 

3.  No  disbursements  or  refunds  from  the  town  have  been  released  to  anyone 
owing  any  tax  or  charge  to  the  town  until  that  delinquent  account  has  been  satis- 
fied in  full. 

4.  Unpaid  water  use  charges,  which  are  reflected  on  the  property  tax  bill 
in  the  next  fiscal  year  as  a  Water  Lien,  have  been  assessed  a  $2.00  charge  per 
outstanding  account  to  cover  the  additional  work  required  to  process  the  lien. 

5.  Tax  Title  proceedings  have  been  initiated  against  delinquent  property  tax- 
payers to  protect  the  town's  financial  interest  in  collecting  back  taxes.  Prior  to  the 
Tax  Title  Taking,  each  taxpayer  involved  receives  a  letter  by  certified  mail  stating 
that  action  will  be  taken  within  45  days  to  recover  the  taxes  owed  on  the  property. 
Our  collection  rate  prior  to  the  .deadline  mentioned  in  the  letter  has  been  almost 
80  percent. 

6.  Sound  fiscal  record  keeping  has  been  instituted  to  insure  that  the  town's 
financial  position  is  protected  in  every  way  possible. 

7.  Bank  deposits  of  cash  and  checks  are  made  daily  during  the  busy  tax 
times  and  every  other  day  throughout  the  year.  Turnovers  are  made  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  every  Friday  consisting  of  all  monies  received  during  the  previous  week 
as  required  by  state  statute. 

8.  Cooperation  between  this  office  and  the  Assessors  has  been  strengthened 
to  minimize  the  problems  in  connection  with  the  mailing  and  collection  of  tax 
bills  and  other  notices.

Ths  Public  Works  Department  is  responsible  for  maintenance  of  all  parks, 
malls,  tennis  courts,  basketball  courts,  playgrounds  and  beaches  in  Town.  Con- 
tinuous maintenance  was  performed  on  all  of  the  above  mentioned  areas  by  the 
Public  Works  Department  during  the  spring,  summer  and  fall  months. 

Construction  of  the  new  soccer  field  at  Phillips  Park  was  completed  this  year. 
The  field  was  formally  dedicated  in  September  as  the  George  J.  Burke  Field  in 
memory  of  the  late  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  former  Bee  Bee  Center  property  was  converted  into  a  park  by  the  Public 
Works  Department.  The  park  will  be  known  as  Paul  A.  Polisson  Park  in  memory 
of  the  late  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  and  Board  of  Public  Works  member, 
and  will  be  formally  dedicated  in  the  spring  of  1980. 

Reclamation  of  Abbott  Park  was  completed  this  year. 

Reclamation  of  Jackson  Park  playing  field  was  started  this  year. 

A  program  of  removing  dutch  elm  diseased  trees  and  other  trees  which  were 
determined  to  be  dead  or  unsafe  to  the  public  was  done  during  the  year.  The 
wood  was  made  available  to  all  Town  residents  who  notified  the  Public  Works 
office. 

A  program  of  spraying  for  Oak  Leaf  Skeletonizer  was  carried  on.  Leaf  mulch 
collected  from  trees  throughout  the  Town  was  used  as  loam  in  many  areas,  after 
it  had  been  mulched  with  a  machine  borrowed  from  the  Town  of  Winchester 
Department  of  Public  Works  on  a  mutual  swap  for  the  Town's  grader.  Approxi- 
mately 50  of  a  large  caliper  shade  tree  were  planted  to  replace  the  trees  removed 
and  also  to  beautify  other  Town  streets. 

CEMETERY 

100  burials  took  place  at  the  cemetery  this  year. 

ENGINEERING 

Duties  performed  by  the  Engineering  Division: 

Design  and  inspection  of  all  sanitary  sewers,  storm  drains  and  water  main 
extensions;  cemetery  expansion;  layout  and  surface  grading  of  streets  and  side- 
walks; general  land  surveys  of  Town  properties;  drafting  of  plans;  preparation  of 
estimates  both  cost  and  quantity  for  general  Public  Works  projects;  drawing  of 
construction  contracts  and  specifications;  furnishing  information  from  Town  records 
for  subdivisions;  keeping  Assessors  plates  up-to-date. 

TREATMENT  PLANT 

The  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant  as  well  as  5  Lift  Stations  are  operated 
and  maintained  by  the  Public  Works  Department. 

The  Swampscott  Treatment  Facility  is  designed  on  the  basis  of  an  average 
flow  rate  of  1.5  M.G.D.  and  has  a  capability  to  serve  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

The  Plant  is  a  Primary  Treatment  Plant  and  this  iype  of  plant  provides 
facilities  for  removal,  treatment  and  disposal  of  settleable  and  floating  solids,  and 
for  the  reduction  of  suspended  solids  and  dissolved  organic  materials.  Raw  sludge 
and  scum  are  dewatered  by  centrifuging,  burned  to  an  inert  ash  in  an  incinerator. 
The  plant  effluent  is  disinfected  by  chlorination  to  reduce  the  possible  spread  of 
water-borne  diseases  prior  to  discharge  to  Nahant  Bay. 

The  Town  has  filed  an  application,  through  its  Consultant  Engineer,  with  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  requesting  that  a  waiver  from  Secondary  Treat- 
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ment  be  granted  to  the  Town  because  the  cost  implication  of  Secondary  Treatment 
to  a  residential  community  such  as  Swampscott  is  overwhelming.  The  Board  of 
Public  Works  feels  confident  that  Swampscott  because  of  its  small  population, 
lack  of  industrial  wastes,  situation  on  the  sea  coast  and  related  environmental 
conditions  should  not  be  required  to  go  to  Secondary  Treatment. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

All  the  work  to  repair  damage  done  to  Town  property  during  the  record 
blizzards  of  1978  has  been  100%  completed.

A  new  fence  and  masonry  wall  was  installed  at  the  Public  Works  Yard  on 
Paradise  Road. 

PUBLIC  WORKS  BUDGET 

Over  the  past  ten  years  the  Department  of  Public  Works  work  force  has 
been  reduced  from  64  to  29  people,  this  was  a  move  to  cut  costs,  and  was  done 
through  attrition,  without  any  lay  offs.  Full  service  is  still  maintained  throughout 
the  eight  Public  Works  Divisions.  The  department  is  converting  from  a  construc- 
tion/maintenance operation  to  primarily  maintenance,  the  reason  being  cost. 

Any  construction  work  such  as  sidewalks,  granite  curb  installation,  center 
line  painting  and  road  paving  and  heavy  equipment  work  is  contracted  out. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  will  continue  to  work  on  a  "Productivity  Factor" 
to  keep  the  Public  Works  Budget  at  a  minimum.

To  the  members  of  the  Swampscott  School  Committee  and  the 
Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

I  am  pleased  once  again  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Swampscott  Public  Schools. 

The  year  1979  brought  many  changes  and  events.  As  space  does  not  permit 
to  enumerate  them  all  here,  we  share  with  you  the  most  important  ones. 
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PERSONNEL 


In  the  face  of  declining  enrollments  and  the  numerous  fiscal  and  logistical 
problems  that  they  create,  the  Swampscott  Public  Schools  have  demonstrated  that 
they  were  able  to  meet  this  challenge  and  still  offer  a  high  quality  of  education 
in  all  of  our  programs.  Through  the  preparedness  and  dedication  of  our  profes- 
sional staff,  this  past  year  has  once  again  seen  the  fulfillment  of  our  commitment 
to  this  goal. 

This  year  has  seen  a  reorganization  of  various  administrative  positions.  Mr. 
Bertrand  Bouchard,  former  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services,  was  appointed 
as  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Elementary  Curriculum  and  Special  Education.  Dr. 
Catherine  Keating  of  Brockton  replaced  Mr.  Bouchard  as  the  Director  of  Special

CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 

Much  effort  has  been  put  into  the  continued  development  and  refining  of 
our  programs  in  the  way  of  course  content  and  instructional  methods.  Our  main 
goal  is  to  have  K-12  curriculum  reflect  a  concern  for  reaching  all  students,  what- 
ever their  levels  of  ability,  by  offering  courses  of  relevance  and  diversity  while 
still  keeping  our  primary  focus  on  the  development  of  basic  skills. 

Some  of  the  more  signgificant  changes  and  developments  are  listed  as  follows: 

1.  The  High  School  English  and  Social  Studies  Departments  have  reduced  the 
number  of  electives  in  favor  of  a  return  to  traditional  full-year  courses.  One 
class  of  Advanced  Placement  English  was  also  offered  and  the  changeover  to 
American  Government  for  ninth-grade  students  was  also  completed. 

2.  A  major  change  at  the  junior  high  was  instituted  in  the  initiation  of  a  Develop- 
mental Reading  Program  for  all  those  students  not  involved  in  Remedial  Reading. 

3.  Two  additional  changes  at  the  junior  high  involve  the  return  to  offering  two 
periods  of  Industrial  Arts  and  Home  Economics  per  cycle  in  grade  seven  and 
the  phasing  of  Health  Education  Units  into  our  Education  for  Living  Program 
as  per  state  recommendations.  The  Math  Department  is  currently  in  the 
process  of  developing  a  Math  Resource  Room  for  junior  high  students  that 
will  centralize  both  materials  and  resources  thus  making  excellent  enrichment 
opportunities  available  for  all. 

4.  The  elementary  level  is  now  in  their  first  full  year  of  the  state  funded  Title  I 
Reading  and  Mathematics  Program.  Each  elementary  school  also  incorporated 
a  six-minute  exercise  program,  in  addition  to  their  regular  gym  classes,  to 
comply  with  state  physical  education  requirements. 

5.  The  area  of  Physical  Education  has  been  a  source  of  some  positive  recognition 
during  the  past  year.  Our  program.  (K-12)  was  selected  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  as  one  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Presidents' 
Physical  Education  Demonstration  Centers. 

Outstanding  Athletic  Teams  this  past  year  included  freshmen  football,  girls' 
winter  and  spring  track,  and  varsity  golf.  These  teams  were  either  undefeated 
or  Northeast  Conference  Champions  in  their  respective  sports. 

6.  The  final  steps  in   phasing  out  the  Open  Campus  program  were  completed 
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this  year.  All  students  are  now  required  to  be  in  the  building  during  the 
regular  school  hours.  Outdoor  smoking  privileges  have  been  eliminated  and 
movement  within  the  building  is  now  by  pass  only.  Initial  assessment  of  these 
changes  has  been  highly  favorable. 

7.  Some  major  events  at  the  high  school:  Every  school  year  includes  some  unusual 
events,  and  1979  was  no  exception.  Two  very  special  dedications  to  former 
staff  members  were  held,  with  plaques  and  portraits  given  permanent  place 
on  the  walls  in  honor  of  Keith  Jordan  and  Stanley  Bondelevitch,  long-time 
principal  and  premier  coach  respectively.  Our  string  orchestra  was  honored 
with  an  invitation  to  perform  at  a  convention  of  Music  Educators.  A  group  of 
French  students  accompanied  by  their  teacher  visited  Strasbourg,  France,  for 
ten  days  of  cultural  enrichment.  The  school  shared  in  the  Kennedy  Library 
Dedication  Program  through  a  visit  from  one  of  President  Kennedy's  former 
advisors.  In  addition,  there  were  many  interesting  events  which  are  part  of 
our  school  program  yearly,  to  name  a  few:  the  two-day  Model  Congress  run 
by  our  International  Relations  Club;  the  International  Night  sponsored  by  1he 
Language  Department;  several  concerts  and  special  programs  sponsored  by 
the  Music  Department;  a  major  production  of  our  Drama  Club;  three  Boosters' 
Club  sports  banquets;  a  Guidance  Department  College  Fair  involving  more 
than  150  colleges;  orientation  sessions  for  parents;  gym  nights  for  elementary 
students,  and  the  Hogan  Party  for  handicapped  boys  and  girls.  These  high- 
lights are  only  a  portion  of  the  varied  and  interesting  life  at  Swampscott 
High  School. 


PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

With  the  use  of  federal  special  education  funds  (P.L.  94-142),  two  new  pro- 
grams were  implemented.  The  first  provides  adaptive  physical  education  to  elemen- 
tary and  junior  high  students  with  special  needs.  All  students  are  screened  bassd 
on  nationally  standardized  tests  and  identified  students  are  provided  with  small 
group  adaptive  instruction. 

The  second  federally  funded  program  provides  a  diagnostic/prescriptive  specialist 
at  the  high  school  and  junior  high  school  who  is  responsible  for  conducting  all 
educational  assessments  for  Chapter  766  students,  in  addition  to  the  development 
and  coordination  of  all  secondary  educational  plans,  thereby  increasing  the  direct 
service  time  to  students  in  our  high  school  and  junior  high  resource  rooms. 

Federal  occupational  education  funds  (P.L.  94-482)  have  been  obtained  in 
order  to  develop  a  record-keeping  and  store  operations  program  at  our  high  school. 
In  conjunction  with  the  Guidance  and  Business  Departments,  the  program  offers 
handicapped,  disadvantaged,  and  other  selected  students  the  opportunity  to  develop 
skills  useful  for  entry  level  employment  in  retail  sales  and  industry. 

High  school  students  also  have  available  for  the  first  time  a  computer  based 
Guidance  Information  System,  which  provides  data  regarding  occupational  informa- 
tion, colleges  and  technical  schools,  based  on  individual  student  characteristics. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

This  year  the  school  department  took  a  major  step  forward  in  the  area  of 
energy  conservation.  Through  funding  acquired  from  the  May  Town  Meeting 
various  projects  were  undertaken  that  will  reduce  energy  consumption  in  our 
schools.  New  burners,  energy-saving  lighting,  thermal-barrier  windows,  and  insula-

tion  were  installed  in  various  buildings.  Damper  controls  in  some  buildings  were 
regulated  to  meet  the  new  lower  state  regulations.  Our  deep  appreciation  is 
extended  to  Mr.  Richard  Coletti,  Energy  Conservation  Manager;  Mr.  Charles  Popp, 
Supervisor  of  Maintenance;  and  Mr.  Warren  Hopkins,  Business  Administrator,  for 
all  of  their  efforts  in  initiating,  supervising,  and  administering  this  project. 

Through  the  efforts  of  School  Building  Committee  and  the  diligence  of  Mr. 
Ralph  Earle,  a  committee  member  and  high  school  teacher,  two  major  tasks  were 
completed  on  the  grounds  of  Swampscott  High  School.  The  greenbelt  between 
school  property  and  the  Nason  and  Laurel  road  abutters  was  planted  and  the  con- 
struction of  six  tennis  courts  adjacent  to  the  lower  parking  area  was  completed.  These 
courts  are  fully  lighted  and  are  now  available  for  the  joint  use  of  students  and 
townspeople.  Many  thanks  are  in  order  to  Building  Committee  Chairman  Veeder 
Nellis  and  Mr.  Earle  for  their  individual  roles  in  each  of  these  projects  and  to  the 
other  members  of  the  Building  Committee  for  all  of  their  efforts  on  our  behalf. 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  commend  and  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for  their  support  in 
making  quality  education  available  to  all  students.  Their  concern  and  dedication, 
as  well  as  their  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  community,  eventually  lead  to 
wiser  decisions,  which  is  always  an  inspiration  to  me.  A  special  thanks  to  my 
fellow  Town  Department  Heads  who  have  cooperated  with  and  assisted  me  through- 
out the  year  —  including  the  Fire  and  Police  Chiefs,  D.P.W.  Superintendent,  Health 
Officer,  Town  Accountant,  Town  Clerk,  and  Town  Treasurer.

The  dramatic  year-end  changes  of  1978  were  in  their  first  full  year  of 
operation  during  1979.  The  new  and  separate  Referensce  Room  made  our  reference 
collection  and  services  more  visible  and  accessible  to  the  public,  and  created  an 
atmosphere  conducive  to  research,  study  and  quiet  reading.  The  Baldwin  Room, 
re-established  as  our  local  history  and  genealogy  room,  was  very  popular  for  small 
local  historical  groups,  as  well  as  individuals  doing  research.  Our  growth  for  1979 
was  demonstrated  by  a  9%  increase  in  attendance  over  the  previous  year,  and  an 
amazing  41%   increase  since  1973. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  remained  unchanged  with  the  re-election  of  Mrs. 
Florence  Alexander  for  a  second  term.  During  1979  the  Trustees  learned  that  they 
would  be  the  recipients  of  two  bequests:  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Blanche  Bicknell 
and  the  estate  of  Mr.  Harold  G.  Hussey. 

The  year  brought  its  share  of  changes  among  members  of  the  staff.  At  the 
end  of  July,  Patricia  Goodwin  resigned  as  Reference  Librarian  and  was  succeeded 
by  William  Talentino,  formerly  on  the  staff  of  the  Brockton  Public  Library.  Lena 
Dennehy,  Technical  Services  Librarian,  retired  at  the  end  of  August  after  many 
years  of  faithful  ssrvice  to  the  library.  Marcia  Stephenson  Harrison,  who  had  served 
as  Asst.  Librarian  at  Bradford  College  Library,  was  appointed  to  the  position. 

The  Children's  Room,  as  a  result  of  its  new  location  on  the  second  floor,  has 
increased  floor  space  which  facilitates  programming  and  allows  for  cdditional 
shelving.  Children's  attendance  and  circulation  have  increased  over  the  past  year 
despite  the  fact  that  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  collection  is  no  longer  in  the 
Children's  Room. 

In  March  Sandy  Caproni  joined  the  staff  of  the  Children's  Room  through  the 
CETA  program.  Her  time,  efforts,  and  artistic  ability  have  been  invaluable  assets, 
and  her  position  has  freed  the  Children's  Librarian  to  do  more  reference,  ordering, 
and  programming. 

The  number  and  variety  of  Children's  programs  increased  in  1979.  The 
library  now  offers  three  preschool  story/craft  hours  a  wesk  with  fifteen  children 
enrolled  in  each  group,  as  well  as  two  six-week  toddler  programs  for  two-year-olds. 
Eighty-eight  children  signed  up  for  the  Summer  Reading  Program  which  consisted 
of  one  hour  a  week  for  story-telling  and  book  talks  to  each  of  three  sections. 
Children  were  encouraged  to  do  as  much  independent  reading  as  possible.  During 
this  six  week  period  the  Children's  Room  also  sponsored  movies,  puppet  workshops, 
recycling  days,  and  instruction  in  T-shirt  decoration.  Sandra  Somma,  a  storyteller 
from  Newburyport,  provided  the  entertainment  for  the  final  storytelling  program. 
This  was  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library.  Throughout  the  year  the  Chil- 
dren's Room  had  various  special  programs:  craft  programs  on  Valentine's  Day  and 
for  the  December  holidays,  as  well  as  movies  and  storytelling  for  school  age  chil- 
dren during  school  vacation.

In  addition  to  the  regular  library  budget,  a  separate  article  was  passed  at 
Town  Meeting  to  make  needed  repairs  to  the  library  building,  including  replace- 
ment of  part  of  the  roof,  modifications  to  the  heating  system,  and  completion  of 
exterior  painting.  During  the  fall  we  were  forced  to  replace  our  40  year  old 
boiler  for  which  the  Finance  Committee  approved  a  transfer  of  money  from  the 
Emergency  Fund.  In  addition,  the  library  received  much  needed  insulation  for  the 
building  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Board 
of  Public  Works.  The  new  boiler  and  insulation  material  make  the  library  a  more 
comfortable,  as  well  as  cost  and  energy  efficient,  building.  New  plexiglass  signs, 
designating  the  librabry  name  and  hours,  have  been  added  to  the  exterior  of  the 
building. 

Library  Director  Sally  Duplaix,  representing  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  attended 
energy  conservation  seminars  conducted  by  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Energy 
Resources.  With  the  able  assistance  of  Mr.  Harry  Sterling,  Energy  Manager  for 
the  town,  and  our  Custodian,  Mr.  Angelo  Losano,  Ms.  Duplaix  completed  an  energy 
audit  of  the  library  building. 

The  Friends  of  the  Swampscott  Public  Library  had  another  successful  year 
in  their  vital  and  supportive  role  of  assistance  to  the  library.  With  the  proceeds 
of  their  annual  book  sale,  the  Friends  purchased  an  Information  Displayer  for  the 
main  Adult  Room  as  well  as  shelves  and  a  new  magazine  rack  for  the  Children's 
Room.  Funds  have  been  appropriated  by  the  Friends  for  a  Circulation  Desk  exten- 
sion for  the  Adult  Room  and  identification  signs  throughout  the  library.  The  Friends 
also  purchased  a  library  membership  in  the  New  England  Aquarium,  which  has 
been  very  popular  with  the  public. 

Besides  the  VITA  (Volunteer  Income  Tax  Assistance)  Program  and  various 
children's  and  adult  public  affairs  programs,  the  Friends  group  continues  to  sponsor 
our  Volunteer  Program,  through  which  many  dedicated  people  assist  the  regular 
staff.  Included  in  the  volunteer  group  this  past  year  are:  Sally  Appel,  Evelyn  Clay- 
man,  Sarah  Cooper.  Mildred  Dress,  Geri  Feldman,  Jeanette  Freedman,  Janice  Frisch, 
Charlotte  Gassman,  Robert  Gold,  Chloe  Johnson.  Irma  Lager,  Sam  Levy,  Harriet 
Stanton,  Harriet  Stiles,  Adele  Taymore,  and  two  students,  Michelle  Garrity  and 
Margo  Nellis.  Another  volunteer  project  is  a  delivery  service  to  the  home-bound 
and  shut-in  population  by  Mrs.  Betty  Anderson  and  Girl  Scout  Troop  155. 

During  1979  the  library  received  a  small  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Council 
on  the  Arts  and  Humanities  to  purchase  local  small  press  periodicals  and  books. 
A  library  membership  to  the  Peabody  Museum  was  a  new  addition  to  our  growing 
collection  of  museum  memberships  (Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Essex  Institute,  New 
England  Aquarium)  which  patrons  may  borrow  and  use  for  free  admission. 

Two  popular  programs  presented  for  the  general  public  concerned  the  timely 
topic  of  alternative  energy  sources  for  home  heating.  A  presentation  on  solar 
heating  for  homes  was  given  by  Mr.  Richard  Livingstone  of  Solar  Data.  Mr.  Conrad 
Garfield  of  the  Ipswich  Stove  Co.  presented  a  program  on  wood-burning  s.oves. 
Both  programs  were  sponsored  jointly  by  the  library  and  the  Friends  group. 

In  addition  to  the  many  individual  donations  of  books  and  other  items  this 
year,  the  library  has  purchased  books  from  annual  contributions  by  the  Upper 
Swampscott  Improvement  Association  and  an  extremely  generous  combined  gift 
from  Temple  Israel  and  Temple  Beth  El  of  the  "Encyclopedia  Judaica"  for  our 
Reference  collection.  The  Garden  Club  of  Swampscott  was  another  major  contributor 
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this  year.  Books  were  also  purchased  from  funds  in  memory  of  Joanna  Morse,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Weston  K.  Lewis  (Holt  Fund)  and  Richard  B.  Johnson.  Individual  gift 
books  were  received  in  memory  of  Albert  (Wabash)  Benedetto,  Mrs.  Carmella  Grati- 
ano,  Mrs.  Doris  Wong,  Mrs.  George  W.  Howe,  Miss  Mildred  J.  O'Leary,  Miss  Pru- 
dence W.  Potter  and  James  (Ben)  Hogan.  as  well  as  a  gift  honoring  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Carl  A.  Goddard. 

Our  special  thanks  go  to  Sam  Levy  who,  for  the  past  seven  years,  has  volun- 
teered his  time  and  services  to  run  the  film  projector  for  our  Wednesday  afternoon 
film  program  and  other  special  programs.  Our  thanks  also  go  to  the  Cottage 
Gardeners  of  Marblehead  and  Swampscott  for  their  fine  decorations  at  Christmas, 
and  to  Temple  Israel  Sisterhood  for  the  Chanukah  display. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Library 
Director,  Sally  Duplaix;  all  the  regular  full  and  part-time  staff  members;  our  dedi- 
cated Custodian,  Angelo  Losano;  and  the  people  of  Swampscott  for  their  continued 
enthusiastic  support  and  patronage  of  their  library. 
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Department  of  Civil  Defense 


RICHARD  E.  MAITLAND,  Director 

The  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  Department  is  in  the  process  of  developing 
evacuation  and  shelter  plans  for  the  citizens  of  Swampscott.  We  fall  within  a  fifty 
mile  radius  of  two  nuclear  power  generating  stations;  thus  we  should  be  prepared 
to  take  the  necessary  action  needed  in  case  of  a  nuclear  accident  at  one  of  these 
sites.  We  will  be  training  personnel  as  radiological  monitors  and  shelter  managers  — 
we  are  in  need  of  volunteers  for  our  various  programs. 

Each  family  should  be  prepared  to  sustain  itself  for  at  least  one  week  without 
assistance  from  the  outside.   Some  basic  steps  to  follow  are: 

1.  Don't  wait  until  the  last  minute  to  seek  shelter  if  conditions  so  warrant. 

2.  Keep  at  least  one  week's  supply  of  non-perishable  food  and  beverage  on 
hand  at  all  times. 

3.  Keep  a  portable  radio,  flashlight,  and  spare  batteries  in  working  condition. 

4.  At  least  one  member  of  your  family  should  be  certified  as  a  first  aider. 

5.  Make  sure  that  all  members  of  your  family  know  what  to  db  during  a  dis- 
aster. 

6.  Know  where  your  local  shelter  is,  and  the  quickest  route  to  it. 

Our  Auxiliary  Police  Department  participated  in  two  Bi-Centennial  celebra- 
tions and  in  4th  of  July  and  Haloween  activities.  These  volunters  are  well  trained 
and  equipped  to  face  any  police  emergency  which  might  occur.. 

Just  as  the  Blizzard  of  "78"  sparked  renewed  interest  in  Civil  Defense,  the 
"Three  Mile  Island"  episode  has  proved  that  we  should  continue  to  upgrade  our 
Civil  Defense  program. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Police  and  Fire  Chiefs,  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, Board  of  Health  and  other  Town  officials  and  employees  for  their  assistance 
during  the  past  year.

The  Office  of  the  Authority  is  located  at  6  Duncan  Terrace  and  is  open  daily 
from  9:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.,  every  day  except  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Regular 
and  Special  meetings  are  held  as  often  as  necessary  to  carry  out  the  business  of 
the  Authority.  The  Annual  Election  of  Officers  is  held  on  the  First  Tuesday  fol- 
lowing the  Annual  Town  Election. 

The  Authority  was  established  in  1948  and  is  an  independent  corporation 
from  the  Town.  Four  members  are  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  and  the 
fifth  member  is  appointed  by  the  Secretary,  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and 
Development  for  a  five-year  term.  The  other  four  members  are  elected  for  a  five- 
year  term  with  staggered  expiration  dates  to  guarantee  a  majority  of  experienced 
members  to  carry  out  the  function  of  the  Authority.  All  vacancies  are  filled  by 
a  vote  of  a  joint  meeting  between  the  Authority  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  until 
the  next  Annual  Town  Election  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Information  with  regard  to  Admission  and  Continued  Occupancy  Limits  and 
Eligibility  Requirements  for  both  types  of  housing  in  the  Town  can  be  obtained  by 
calling  the  Authority's  Office  at  593-5516.

Under  the  date  of  April  20,  1979,  the  Authority  was  advised  that  they  were 
unable  to  approve  the  application.  Competition  for  2100  units  was  intense  with 
applications  totalling  over  14,000  units. 


In  June  11,  1979,  Francis  N.  Lang  submitted  his  resignation  as  a  member 
of  the  Authority  due  to  business  reasons. 

The  Authority  would  like  to  thank  Francis  for  his  services  even  if  it  was  only 
for  a  short  period  of  time. 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Swampscott  Housing,  in  a  joint  meeting  on 
July  5,  1979,  voted  to  appoint  Kent  F.  Murphy  a  member  of  the  Authority  until 
the  1980  Town  Election.

I  recommend  that  the  Town  purchase  three  new  automobiles,  two  to  be  used 
as  regular  patrol  vehicles  and  the  third  to  replace  the  present  vehicle  used  by 
special  investigators. 


I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  the 
Women  Traffic  Supervisors,  to  the  members  of  the  Auxiliary  Police  Department  and 
especially  to  all  members  of  my  department,  and  to  all  Town  Departments  and  to 
all  others  who  have  cooperated  with  me  during  the  year. 


I  would  like  to  start  my  annual  report  by  thanking  the  people  and  depart- 
ments who  assisted  this  office  in  making  the  Swampscott  waterfront  and  waters 
a  safe  place  for  swimming  and  boating.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Police  and  Fire 
departments,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  following  people  Harold  Keating, 
Brad  Parrish  and  Paul  Sherry. 

In  the  past  season  this  office  has  collected  and  turned  over  to  the  town 
almost  $2000.00  in  fees  and  has  issued  decals  to  allow  easier  identification  of 
boats.  This  office  has  also  undertaken  the  task  of  reorganizing  the  moorings  in 
the  harbor.  To  this  end  we  hope  to  have  a  channel  from  the  outer  harbor  to  the 
pier  floats  allowing  a  safer  and  easier  approach  for  the  boaters.  In  the  past 
season  this  office  has  worked  with  all  concerned  to  make  the  waterfront  safe  for 
boaters  and  bathers.  This  will  continue  in  1980.  The  Harbormaster's  Boat, 
authorized  by  Town  Meeting,  will  be  purchased  in  the  spring  and  ready  for  the 
new  season,  allowing  the  Harbormaster  to  better  perform  his  duties. 

In  the  future  it  is  hoped  the  harbor  reorganization  can  be  completed,  an  area 
clearly  marked  with  floats  set  up  for  swimmers,  and  the  purchase  or  obtaining 
of  a  two  way  portable  radio  be  accomplished.  This  office  also  hopes  that  the  money 
from  the  new  boat  excise  tax  will  be  used  to  improve  the  harbor.

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Fire  Department 

WILLIAM  R.  HYDE,  Chief 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Fire  Chief  for  the  year  1979. 

During  the  year  1979,  this  department  answered  a  total  of  1,219  alarms.  Of 
these  alarms  2  7  were  building  fires,  27  were  traffic  accidents,  64  were  medical 
aids.  The  remainder  of  these  calls  included  lockouts,  false  alarms,  mutual  aid  runs 
to  other  cities  and  towns,  electrical  fires,  chimney  fires,  oil  burners,  details  and 
miscellaneous  incidents.  We  inspected  and  issued  67  permits  for  oil  burners. 

APPARATUS 

The  Apparatus  of  this  department  is  in  excellent  condition  due  to  the  con- 
tinued maintenance  program  of  our  department  mechanic,  Robert  J.  Pierro.  I  will 
be  seeking  replacement  of  our  Ladder  Truck  during  fiscal  1980,  1981. 

FIRE  DRILLS  AND  INSPECTIONS 

Fire  Drills  were  conducted  at  all  schools  during  the  year  1979.  Fire  drills 
&re  conducted  shortly  after  school  opens,  diun'ng  Fire  Prevention  Week,  and  several 
times  during  the  year.  These  drills  are  conducted  in  an  orderly  and  efficient 
manner  and  credit  is  deserved  by  the  principals  and  faculty  who  supervise  our 
students.  The  Fire  Alarm  Systems  in  each  school  are  checked  by  the  Town  Elec- 
trician and  Deputy  Chief  just  prior  to  school  opening  and  all  systems  were  found 
to  be  in  proper  working  condlition. 

All  mercantile,  public  and  other  buildings  under  our  control  have  been 
inspected  according  to  law.  Inspection  of  property  is  a  valuable  branch  of  the 
fire  service,  and  we  of  the  fire  service  are  more  than  happy  to  do  our  part  in  this 
most  important  work.  Citizens  of  Swampscott  are  urged  to  contact  their  fire 
department  for  suggestions  on  fire  prevention  and  fire  safety.  The  number  to  call 
is  595-4050.  During  Fire  Prevention  Week  members  of  this  department  assisted 
in  the  program  by  the  Hartford  Insurance  at  all  elementary  schools.  We  were  also 
hosts  to  many  other  classes  that  visited  both  fire  stations. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  has  had  continued  maintenance  by  our  Electrical 
Inspector.  Overhead  wiring  is  still  needed  in  certain  areas  of  town.  There  are 
still  areas  that  are  in  need  of  new  fire  alarm  boxes.  This  will  be  done  as  finances 
are  available.  This  year  a  new  fire  alarm  box  was  placed  at  the  Fish-house,  op- 
posite St.  John's  Church  on  Humphrey  Street  and  also  at  the  corner  of  Foster  and 
Elwin.  A  new  underground  cable  was  installed  on  Berkshire  Street.  A  new  pedestal 
was  installed  opposite  Millett  Road.  Underground  work  was  conducted  on  our 
circuits  4  &  5.  The  finance  committee  is  waiting  for  a  report  from  the  Electrical 
Inspector  as  to  the  future  priorities  for  work  on  the  fire  alarm  system.  All  fire 
alarm  boxes  are  tested  on  a  regular  basis  by  the  Deputy  Chief  and  the  Electrical 
Inspector.  Anyone  not  familiar  with  the  operation  of  a  fire  alarm  box  in  the  case 
of  an  emergency,  should  call  the  fire  department  for  instructions  on  its  use.  Do 
not  hesitate  to  use  the  fire  alarm  box  for  any  type  of  an  emergency.  It  is  a 
means  of  getting  help  immediately. 

PERSONNEL 

During  the  year  1979,  three  new  members  were  added  to  the  department. 
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They  are  as  follows:  Scott  R.  Jacobs,  Peter  M.  Inman,  and  Anthony  V.  Paradise. 
All  these  members  passed  a  Civil  Service  examination  for  entrance  and  also  Civil 
Service  physical  examination.  Scott  Jacobs  is  a  registered  Emergency  Medical  Tech- 
nician. The  department  will  be  going  through  refresher  training  for  First  Responder 
beginning  in  January.  This  training  is  conducted  by  Firefighter  Kevin  Breen  who 
is  our  first  aid  instructor. 

ATLANTIC  HAND-TUB 

The  Atlantic  Hand-tub  attended  three  musters  this  year.  They  were  as  follows: 
Marblehead,  Mass.,  Georgetown,  Mass.,  and  Pepperell,  Mass.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  was  won  in  prize  money. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  recommend  additional  personnel  be  appointed  to  this  department. 
I  recommend  the  installation  of  additional  hydrants  in  areas  where  protection 
is  deficient. 

I  recommend  the  replacing  of  overhead  fire  alarm  wires  where  needed 
throughout  town. 

I  recommend  the  replacing  of  fire  alarm  boxes  throughout  the  town  as 
needed. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance 
Committee,  town  meeting  members,  civil  defense  department,  to  all  town  depart- 
ments, and  especially  to  the  Officers  and  firefighters  of  my  own  department  for 
their  cooperation  during  the  year  1979.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Forest  Warcbn  for  the  year  1979: 
During  the  year  1979,  this  department  issued  52  burning  permits  to  the 
residents  of  Swampscott.  This  was  done  in  accordance  with  the  law  which  allows 
burning  during  the  period  January  15,  through  March  15.  This  burning  to  consist 
of  the  open  burning  of  products  of  open  space  land  husbandry  and  management, 
including  materials  commonly  referred  to  as  brush  including  vegetation  such  as 
tree  branches,  brush,  cane,  driftwood  and  other  forestry  debris,  but  excluding 
grass,  hay  or  leaves.  The  permit  for  such  burning  to  be  obtained  from  the  fire 
department. 

Such  burning  shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  the  following  require- 
ments: (a)  without  causing  a  nuisance,  b)  with  smoke  minimizing  starters  if  fire 
starters  are  necessary,  (c)  between  ten  o'clock  ante  meridian,  and  four  o'clock  post 
meridian,  ,d)  on  land  proximate  to  the  place  of  generation  of  such  products,  or 
at  such  other  place  as  may  be  designated  in  the  permit. 

Violations  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  per 
day,  and  each  day's  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

This  statute  will  be  enforced  by  this  department  anytime  it  is  encountered. 

Any  future  changes  in  the  open  burning  law  will  be  issued  to  the  local  papers 
for  citizens  notification.  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Swampscott  for  their  past 
cooperation  in  this  matter.

The  New  Zoning  Act  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  40A  (Chapter  808  of  1975)  became  effective  in  the  Town 
of  Swampscott  on  July  1,  1978  At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  January,  1979, 
the  Town  formally  adopted  the  revisions  to  its  Zoning  By-law  to  bring  it  into 
conformity  with  the  New  Zoning  Act.  The  New  Zoning  Act  standardizes  procedures 
for  the  administration  and  promulgation  of  municipal  zoning  laws  throughout  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  State  Building  Code  is  now  compulsory  and  takes  precedence  over  all 
local  regulations  in  the  areas  of  construction,  alterations  andl  changes  in  existing 
uses. 

On  June  1,  1979  the  Third  Edition  of  the  State  Building  Code,  based  on  the 
BOCA  Basic  Building  Code,  was  issued  by  the  State  Building  Code  Commission 
and  went  into  effect  in  the  Town  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws. 

On  September  27,  1979  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Justine  E.  DiMauro 
as  Local  Inspector  to  assist  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties  and  appointed  Erland  S.  Townsend,  Jr.,  as  Alternate  Inspector  to  act  in  the 
case  of  the  disability,  illness,  absence,  etc.  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

The  amount  of  building  activity  showed  a  marked  increase  in  1979,  without 
any  major  commercial  or  public  construction.  Permits  for  over  a  million  dollars 
of  residential  construction,  additions  and  alterations,  after  allowing  for  the  escala- 
tion of  building  costs,  would  indicate  a  trend  for  an  increase  in  building  activity 
in  the  improvement  of  existing  properties. 

Code  enforcement,  as  mandated  by  the  Zoning  Act,  to  regulate  new  construc- 
tion and  protect  all  citizens'  rights,  will  continue  to  occupy  an  increasing  share  of 
the  Department's  activities  and  attention.

The  average  case  load  involving  general  relief  and  medical  assistance  showed 
no  significant  change,  but  inquiries  and  services  accelerated  regarding  federal 
funds.

The  past  year  has  seen  some  changes  in  the  make-up  of  the  Committee, 
which  has  met  frequently  and  worked  diligently  in  its  attempt  at  a  comprehensive 
review  of  the  Town's  insurance.  In  the  Spring,  the  Selectmen,  for  the  first  time 
in  many  years,  solicited  proposals  for  the  Town's  fire  insurance  program  and 
through  competitive  bidding  saved  in  excess  of  $30,000. 

In  December,  the  Committee  was  faced  with  the  challenge  of  again  making 
a  recommendation  from  certain  proposals  for  the  Town's  fire  insurance.  The 
Committee  was  able  to  unanimously  recommend  the  proposal  of  a  Boston  insurance 
agency.  This  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the  Selectmen,  and  though  subse- 
quently revised,  there  is  an  expected  savings  to  Swampscott  in  excess  of  $7,000 
when  compared  to  the  present  annual  insurance  premium. 

In  the  coming  year  the  Committee  hopes  to  recommend  a  practical  and  cost 
effective  comprehensive  approach  to  the  Town's  insurance  program.  We  wish  to 
thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  various  Town  Departments  for  their  con- 
tinued cooperation  and  support.  As  always,  we  encourage  the  applications  of 
concerned  citizen  volunteers.

In  conjunction  with  the  town  census,  we  are  also  under  obligation  under 
Chapter  51,  Section  4,  as  amended  by  Chapter  367,  Acts  of  1977,  to  include  in 
the  census  all  persons  three  through  twenty-one  years  of  age,  which  must  be 
transmitted  to  our  local  school  committee.  No  questions  about  special  needs  can 
now  be  asked  as  formerly  under  Chapter  766,  and  the  purpose  of  the  school 
census  under  the  Board  of  Education  Regulations  is  to  find  any  children  who  are 
not  attending  school.  Such  children  do  not  appear  on  current  records  and  school 
committees  must  rely  on  our  listing  to  discover  them.  The  required  follow-up  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  school  committee.  This  listing  is  maintained  in  the  School 
Department  for  their  permanent  records.

SPECIAL  TOWN  ELECTION 
November  6,  1979 

Pursuant  to  the  filing  of  petitions  (signed  by  not  less  than  5%  of  the  regis- 
tered voters  8,650)  calling  for  a  special  referendum  within  the  five  days  from  the 
date  on  which  the  possibility  of  reconsideration  of  the  vote  has  expired  on  Article  3 
of  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  Monday,  September  10, 
1979,  the  Selectmen  authorized  the  holding  of  a  special  election  on  November  6, 
1979.

The  Commission  was  impoverished  and  deeply  saddened  by  the  death  of  our 
senior  member,  John  Milo.  in  August.  John,  who  was  also  a  long-time  member 
of  the  Planning  Board,  had  been  on  the  Commission  since  its  creation  in  1961. 
Mrs.  Robert  Ingalls  Curator  of  Natural  History  at  the  Peabody  Museum  in  Salem, 
was  appointed  in  his  place.  The  resignation  of  Dr.  Nathan  Riser,  who  had  ably 
served  on  the  Commission  for  the  past  seven  years,  leaves  a  vacancy  yet  to  be 
filled. 

The  year  1979  was  a  relatively  quiet  one  for  the  Conservation  Commission, 
after  the  frenzy  of  storm  damage  repair  in  1978.  There  were  only  seven  Wetlands 
Protection  Act  hearings,  none  very  controversial.  Thanks  to  the  excellent  coopera- 
tion of  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Building  Inspector,  and  the  increasing  awareness 
of  the  general  public,  the  administration  of  the  WPA  has  gone  on  very  smoothly, 
and  no  Cease  &  Desist  orders  have  had  to  be  issued.  The  Commission  has  had 
the  satisfaction  of  bringing  about  minor  changes  in  several  plans  which  are  ex- 
pected to  prevent  a  number  of  adverse  impacts  on  neighboring  properties.  Steps 
have  been  taken  to  enforce  the  recording  of  Orders  of  Conditions  at  the  Registry 
of  Deeds,  both  for  past  and  future  applications. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  taken  an  active  part  in  support  of  the 
town's  efforts  to  resolve  the  drainage  problem  at  Sutton  Place,  and  in  attempting 
to  make  the  State  live  up  to  its  responsibilities  in  that  area.  The  revision  of  the 
Conservation  Master  Plan  has  gone  apace,  and  many  hours  have  been  devoted, 
as  usual,  to  explaining  environmental  laws  and  policies  to  students,  twon  residents 
and  permit  applicants.

With  limited  funds,  the  Council  on  Aging  has  endeavored  to  meet  the  needs 
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of  the  elderly  residents  of  this  community.  The  senior  citizens  comprise  about 
16%  of  the  Town's  population.  The  amount  of  Town  tax  funds  allotted  to  your 
Council  on  Aging  in  1979  was  about  one-eighteenth  of  one  percent  of  the  budget. 

Among  the  services  for  the  elderly  managed  by  your  Council  on  Aging  was 
the  Hot  Lunch  Program.  The  current  program  has  been  in  effect  for  about  26 
months.  Lunches  are  served  at  the  Senior  Center  (Masonic  Hall)  and,  in  special 
cases,  in  the  home. 

With  one  exception  (our  dedicated  cook),  all  work  was  performed  by  volun- 
teers. Seventy-eight  percent  of  the  1979  operating  expenses  were  reimbursed  by 
the  State  and  the  balance  was  contributed  by  the  participants. 

The  successful  program  has  been  growing.  About  20,000  meals  were  served 
in  1979,  an  increase  of  14%  over  1978.  By  prudent  food  management,  nutri- 
tious, attractive  meals  have  been  provided  for  an  average  cost  of  $1.73  per  meal, 
an  increase  of  only  six  percent  over  1978.  According  to  the  Department  of  Elder 
Affairs,  the  food  service  inflation  rate  for  the  State  was  16%.  A  breakdown  by 
object  of  expense  for  1979  is  shown  below:

(Loring  Lincoln),  Policy/Gifts  (Woodbury  Rodrick),  Recreation  (Helen  Schiffmacher), 
and  Transportation  (Sherry  T.  Chamberlin).  Special  recognition  is  due  to  Coordi- 
nators of  Volbunteers:  Barbara  Concannon  (Hot  Lunch),  Carl  DiLisio  (Meals-On- 
Wheels),  and  Rose  Kiley  (Hosts/Hostesses). 

The  older  adults,  through  their  own  efforts,  have  been  raising  funds  to  meet 
a  critical  need  for  their  own  bus  to  take  them  to  special  events  and  functions, 
and  to  meet  other  local-  needs  not  now  satisfied  by  existing  services. 

They  have  organized  themselves  into  a  dance  group  —  The  Disco  Dynamo  — 
and  perform  for  a  nominal  donation  to  the  Bus  Fund.  In  addition,  the  Golden 
Chorus  has  provided  many  hours  of  enjoyable  entertainment  to  raise  funds  for  the 
same  purpose. 

We  have  also  enjoyed  the  many  services  provided  by  Greater  Lynn  Senior 
Services,  Inc.  These  include  homemaker,  legal,  insurance,  fuel  assistance,  social 
security  help,  transportation  (to  the  lunch  site,  doctor's  offices  and  clinics,  and 
to  local  shopping  areas),   training,  special  programs,   and  leadership. 

We  are  thankful  to  GLSS  for  being  instrumental  in  assisting  your  Council  in 
securing  an  equipment  sub-grant  totaling  $3,550. 

The  elderly  have  also  benefited  from,  the  many  courtesies  and  every-ready 
support  given  by  town  departments  and  officials,  especially  Elections  Commission, 
Fire,  Health,  Housing  Authority,  Library,  Police,  Recreation,  School,  and  Public 
Works.  Our  sincere  appreciation  is  given  to  our  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their 
assistance  and  guidance. 

The  Council  was  impressed  by  the  response  of  town  residents  in  connection 
with  the  raffle  conducted  to  buy  a  required  commercial  dishwasher  for  the  Lunch 
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Program.  Many  thanks  to  the  JayCees  and  the  Health  Department  for  spear- 
heading this  effort.  The  support  of  Town  Meeting  in  allocating  one-half  the 
cost  of  this  equipment  is  also  gratefully  acknowledged.

In  appreciation,  the  Recreation  Commission  would  like  to  begin  its  annual 
report  with  a  special  "Thanks"  to  retired  chairman.  Virginia  T.  Ellis,  for  her 
support  and  dedicated  service  to  all  Town  recreation  programs.  Through  Virginia's 
leadership  and  continued  policy  to  provide  worthwhile  leisure-time  activities  for 
all  age-groups,  the  Commission  has  grown  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community. 

Programs  offered  and  directly  sponsored  by  the  Commission  are:  Summer 
Beach  and  Park  Programs,  Arts  and  Crafts,  Saturday  Basketball  (Winter),  Summer 
Basketball  for  Boys  and  Girls,  Girls  Softball,  Winter  Gymnastics,  Summer  Teen 
Conditioning,  Tennis  Instruction  for  Adults  and  Children,  Sailing  Program  for 
Youngsters,  a  "Kiddy"  Carnival  with  Games  and  Prizes,  Adult  Fitness  for  Women

The  1976  Annual  Town  Meeting  appointed  a  Committee  to  study  the  require- 
ments for  repair  and  renovation  of  the  Phillips  Beach  (Engine  2)  Firehouse.  This 
Committee  reported  back  to  the  Town  Meeting  the  following  year  and  requested 
an  appropriation  of  $57,830  to  do  the  necessary  work.  This  amount  was  turned 
down.  During  the  course  of  the  following  year  the  Committee  met  and  selected 
only  the  most  essential  structural  work  and  with  a  new  budget  secured  an  appro- 
priation from  the  Town  Meeting  of  $22,225. 

As  of  January  1,  1980,  approximately  $19,000  had  been  expended  and  all 
currently  necessary  exterior  work  has  been  completed  and  accepted.  The  Com- 
mittee plans  to  work  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  winter  to  complete  a  number 
of  small  but  important  interior  repairs.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee 
to  complete  this  work  prior  to  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year.  We  hope  that  our 
work  and  this  relatively  small  expenditure  have  added  to  the  life  expectancy, 
economy,  and  safety  of  operation  of  this  building.  We  certainly  hope  that  there 
will  be  no  major  expenses  required  here  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

In  addition,  many  of  the  large  expensive  items  that  were  eliminated  when 
the  budget  was  trimmed  from  $57,830  to  $22,225  should  be  reconsidered  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Department  when  preparing  his  Annual  Budgets  in  the  future.  Most 
of  these  requests  represented  energy  saving  measures  with  good  pay-back  poten- 
tial. The  Committee  appreciates  the  aid  that  we  received  from  Earland  Townsend 
Consulting  Engineer,  the  Town  Engineer  Donald  Huston,  and  from  the  members 
of  the  Fire  Department. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  Committee  be  dissolved  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  1979/80  and  that  its  functions  be  reassigned  to  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment until  such  time  as  the  Town  Meeting  shall  deem  otherwise.

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  after  Town  Election,  Mr.  Anthony  F.

Rowe,  Jr.,  and  Assistant  Town  Counsel,  Mr.  Arthur  Palleschi  for  their  many  hours 
of  assistance,  along  with  Keith  Callahan,  Town  Accountant. 

The  Board  looks  forward  to  a  smooth  enactment  of  the  revaluation  of  our 
Town. 

The  past  year  has  seen  a  decrease  of  $4.10  from  the  1979  tax  rate  of 
$85.60.  This  year's  tax  rate  of  $81.50  was  due  to  good  fiscal  management  by 
all  Town  Officials  with  special  recognition  to  the  School  Committee  for  reducing 
their  budget.

The  Board  of  Health  received  139  death  certificates  resulting  in  a  crude 
death  rate  of  .97  per  thousand.  The  average  death  was  76  years  of  age  and  a 
5  year  average  was  74.7  years. 

There  were  93  births  reported  for  Swampscott  residents  of  which  5  were 
premature.  The  birth  rate  for  the  last  10  years  was  as  follows:  1970,  140;  1971, 
119;  1972,  114;  1973,  92;  1974,  89,  1975,  86;  1976,  96;  1977,  97;  1978,  73 
and  1979,  93.  The  birth  rate  has  leveled  for  the  past  7  years.  The  numbers  are 
so  small  that  no  regional  trend  can  be  projected  at  this  time. 

This  was  the  second  year  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
mandate  that  those  children  who  were  not  immunized  were  to  be  excluded  from 
school.    After  some  tugging  and  pulling,  all  met  the  required  time  limit. 

Flu  and  Pneumonia  vaccine  was  again  offered  to  those  over  50  years  of  age 
and  the  clinic  was  held  at  the  Senior  Citizens  Center,  Ionic  Club,  Humphrey  Street.

Communicable  diseases  continue  to  decrease.  We  again  have  another  measles 
free  year.  The  3  cases  of  German  Measles  were  young  female  adults  who  were  not 
immunized. 

A  total  of  144  teachers  and  others  were  Mantoux  tested.  Of  those,  8  were 
xrayed  and  all  were  certified  to  comply  with  Massachusetts  Tuberculosis  school 
health  laws. 

Dental  health  is  said  to  be  a  national  problem.  Here  in  Swampscott  dental 
inspections  are  made  in  grades  kindergarten  through  VI  inclusive,  public  and 
private  by  Clement  Scheoenbeck,  D.M.D.,  Paul  J.  MacNeil,  D.D.S.,  and  Charles 
N.  Lynch,  D.M.D.  A  total  of  1,346  inspections  were  made  with  126  referrals  to 
private  dentists.  Many  of  these  referrals  were  known  to  the  family  dentist  or  known 
orthodental  defects  to  be  corrected  at  a  later  date. 

The  C.P.R.  program  was  offered  12  times  last  year  and  68  persons  were 
certified.  Anyone  wishing  to  participate  may  call  this  office  to  be  enrolled  in  a 
current  class. 

A  Hypertension  Clinic  is  held  every  last  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Senior 
Citizens  hall.  About  50  readings  are  taken  per  month.  Many  repeats  —  current 
cases  are  monitored  for  physicians.  18  persons  were  referred  to  private  physicians 
last  year. 

Solid  Waste  was  quite  a  problem  last  year.  The  Board  of  Health  three  year 
contract  was  to  expire  June  30,  1980,  and  we  had  an  option  for  two  year  renewal 
if  the  contractor  was  notified  by  January  1,  1980.  The  Board  of  Health,  there- 
fore, went  out  for  bids  last  fall  and  received  some  very  good  bids.  The  Town  was 
then  in  a  position  to  have  current  bids  as  well  as  an  option  it  could  exercise.  The 
low  bidder  was  Robert  C.  Hiltz,  Inc.,  Gloucester.  The  bid  was  awarded  as  it  was 
$26,000  lower  than  the  current  contract.  The  present  contractor  sued  the  Town 
through  the  past  and  current  Board  of  Health  members.  Arthur  Palleschi,  Assistant 
Town  Counsel,  represented  the  Board  of  Health.  The  case  was  heard  before  a 
Master  and  after  3  days  of  intensive  testimony,  he  ruled  in  favor  of  the  Town. 
Many  motions  for  appeal,  etc.  were  entered  and  heard.  In  substance,  the  contractor, 
Stanley  Roketenetz,  Inc.,  stated  that  the  Board  of  Health,  Dr.  Edward  L.  Cashman, 
Chairman,  Dr.  Robert  H.  Bessom,  Dr.  Howard  E.  Rotner  and  the  Health  Officer, 
Kent  F.  Murphy,  changed  the  expiration  dates  of  the  contract.  The  position  of  the 
Board  of  Health  was  upheld.  As  a  result  of  this  suit,  the  past  and  present  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Health  strongly  recommend  insurance  coverage  for  elected 
and  appointed  officials. 

The  Rabies  Clinic  was  conducted  by  Arthur  A.  Barry,  D.V.M.,  Animal  Inspec- 
tor, for  the  Board  of  Health.    A  toal  of  368  dogs  were  vaccinated  against  rabies. 

The  Board  of  Health  inspects  and  licenses  4  Day  Care  Centers  in  Swampscott, 
Temple  Beth  El,  First  Church  Congregational  Nursery,  Ocean  Breeze  and  St.  John's 
Nursery.   We  are  pleased  with  the  programs  and  facilities. 

In  reflection,  the  blizzard  of  1978  struck  and  a  command  post  was  estab- 
lished at  the  new  high  school.  Enormous  cooperation  was  received  by  the  Fire, 
Police,  Department  of  Public  Works,  School,  Health  Department  and  the  Red  Cross 
and  other  volunteers.  A  wonderful  feeling  of  sharing  was  experienced  by  all  and 
the  Town  of  Swampscott  fared  extremely  well,  although  we  as  well  as  others  were 
virtually  cut  off  and  totally  independent. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  various  departments,  boards,  committees  and 
volunteers  whose  cooperation  make  the  Town  what  it  is  today.

Town  Counsel

The  past  year  has  brought  many  varied  and  challenging  issues  to  be  litigated 
and  determined  by  the  Courts  concerning  the  Town.  It  appears  that  with  each 
passing  year  the  problems  tend  to  become  more  State  and  Federal  orientated  where 
the  major  issues  involving  payment  of  money  by  the  community  are  determined 
by  outside  forces  within  the  bureaucratic  system. 

The  revaluation  of  the  property  tax  was  brought  about  after  litigation  in  the 
Massachusetts  Supreme  Court  with  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation, 
consultant  fees  were  necessary  to  combat  a  United  States  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  decision  that  the  Town  should  have  a  secondary  treatment  plant,  and  addi- 
tional health  premium  payments  to  certain  municipal  employees  is  being  brought 
forward  by  a  legislative  amendment  to  our  General  Laws.  The  law  department 
will  continue  to  represent  the  Town  in  these  types  of  matters  diligently,  and 
attempt  to  control  the  fiscal  destiny  of  our  community  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

I  wish  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  Arthur  J.  Palleschi  who  has 
handled  among  other  matters  the  ever  expanding  civil  claims  against  the  Town. 
Mr.  Palleschi  has  handled  all  of  his  assignments  in  the  utmost  professional  manner. 
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Workmen's  Compensation 

JAMES  W.  SANTRY,  JR.,  Agent 

As  I  have  been  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Agent  only  since  October  1, 
1979,  I  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  study  the  operation  of  the  department 
carefully. 

The  town  is  a  self-insurer  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  152  of  the  General 
Laws.  At  the  present  time,  there  are  five  employees  receiving  benefits  under  this 
act,  of  which  three  are  regular  employees  and  three  are  retired  employees.  Fire- 
fighters and  police  officers  are  covered  for  medical  expenses. 

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  what  the  annual  cost  will  be  each  particular  year, 
because  no  one  can  predict  accidents  to  employees  or  the  cost  thereof.  The  appro- 
priation for  the  year  1979-1980  was  exhausted  by  Decembebr  31,  1979.  During 
this  year,  two  serious  cases  were  settled  by  the  payment  of  lump  sums  to  the 
injured  employees. 

I  recommend  the  committee  appointed  under  Article  28  of  the  warrant  for 
the  annual  town  meeting  of  1978  consider  the  appointment  of  a  physician  to 
act  as  police  and  fire  surgeon,  and  workmen's  compensation  examiner  to  evaluate 
the  claims  against  the  town  as  soon  as  they  are  made.

The  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Study  Committee  was  authorized  by  Chapter 
40,  Section  44A  of  the  General  Laws  and  the  1971  Town  Meeting. 

Your  committee  has  been  studying  the  three  Resource  Refuse  Recovery 
Projects  of  the  North  Shore,  namely;  North  East  Solid  Was.e  Council,  who  would 
have  UO'P  build  a  regional  plant  in  North  Andover  and  generate  electricity  and 
sell  to  Massachusetts  Electric;  Baysi.de  Titan,  which  would  use  United  Shoe  Machin- 
ery boilers  and  land  in  Beverly,  and  buil.d  an  incinerator  to  generate  electricity  to 
sell  to  Massachusetts  Electric,  and  sell  steam  to  United  Shoe  Machinery;  and  South 
Essex  Solid  Waste  Council,  who  would  have  Combustion  Engineering  Associates 
process  refuse  on  land  in  Peabody  now  being  operated  as  a  sanitary  land  fill. 
The  refuse  would  be  sorted  and  separated,  eventually  being  made  into  a  fuel  to 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  oil  for  heat  generation. 

The  three  proposals  were  evaluated  by  Gordian  Associates  of  Washingon, 
D.C.  through  a  federal  grant.    The  Gordian  study  is  dated  April  2,  1979. 

The  committee  will  follow  these  three  projects  for  the  present.

On  October  5,  1978  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  appoint  a  Workmen's 
Compensation  Study  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  under  Article  28  of 
the  1978  Town  Meeting,  to  study  the  feasibility  of  continuing  the  practice  of 
self-insuring  workmen's  compensation  claims  and,  if  appropriate,  to  consider  the 
proper  method  of  administering  the  workmen's  compensation  program  and  or 
the  advisability  of  purchasing  stop  loss  insurance  for  workers'  compensation  claims. 

The  Town  of  Swampscott  has  been  self  insured  for  some  fifty  years.  Our 
former  Workmen's  Compensation  Agent,  Warren  Johnson,  thought  it  best  that  we 
review  the  program  in  the  light  of  some  changing  economic  trends,  such  as: 

1.  Increase  in  number  of  claims  paid. 

2.  Increase  in  cost  of  medical  care. 

3.  Increase  of  25%  in  the  weekly  benefit  over  the  last  two  years. 
The  payment  since  October,  1978  is  66%  %  of  salary  with  a 
maximum  payable  of  $211.37  per  week. 

The  committee  met  six  times.  All  meetings  were  posted  with  the  Town  Clerk. 
Committee  member  had  outside  assignments.  The  committee  looked  into  various 
options,  such  as: 

1.  To  stay  self  insured:  Pay  claims  as  they  arise.  Town  Workmen's 
Compensation  Agent  follows  up  all  claims  with  payment  when 
due. 

2.  Management  concept:  Very  good  way  to  handle  workers'  com- 
pensation but  perhaps  not  applicable  to  municipalities.  Cost  was 
to  be  $10,000.00  per  year  and  would  include  a  stop  loss  policy 
requiring  an  additional  appropriation.  Our  main  reason  for  in- 
quiring about  the  management  company  was  to  obtain  the  stop 
loss  policy.  We,  as  a  committee,  were  worried  about  a  catastro- 
phic loss  happening  to  the  town.  But  again  found  the  Manage- 
ment concept  unacceptable. 

3.  Commercial  insurance:  We  inquired  as  to  the  cost  and  found  it 
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to  cost  about  what  we  are  paying  now  as  a  self  insurer.  The 
second  year  we  would  move  to  an  experience  rating  factor  which 
would  substantially  increase  the  premium  and  cost  to  the  town 
over  our  present  way  of  self  insuring. 

It  was  our  unanimous  decision  to  remain  self  insured  and  advise  the  Town 
Workmen's  Compensation  Agent  to  continue  to  work  with  department  heads  on 
safety  to  keep  our  losses  at  a  minimum  and  for  the  Town  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Agent  to  keep  monitoring  the  level  of  cost  to  remain  self  insured. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  appointing  us  and 
giving  us  this  opportunity  to  serve  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

The  Workmen's  Compensation  Study  Committee  requests  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  vote  to  dissolve  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Study  Committee.
